TABERNACLE. 

If the Festival commences on the Eve of the Sabbath, begin here : 

PSALM XCIL 

A Psalm and Song for the Sabbajh Day. —It is good to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy name, O Most High! 
to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the 
night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and upon the psaltery: and 
with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O Lord! hast made me 
glad with thy wonderful works; I, therefore, will triumph in the works 
of thy hands. How great, O Lord! are all thy works; thy thoughts 
are exceeding profound. A brutish man knoweth it not; neither doth a 
fool understand this. When the wicked spring up like grass, and the 
workers of iniquity flourish; it is that they may be destroyed for ever. 
But thou, O Lord! art exalted for evermore. For lo! thy enemies, O 
Lord! for lo ! thy enemies shall perish: all the workers of iniquity shall 
be scattered. But thou shalt exalt my horn, like the horn of a Reem ; I 
shall be anointed with fresh oil. My eyes shall also see the end of my 
enemies; and my ears shall hear it of the wicked, who rise up against 
me. The righteous shall flourish like the palm-tree : he shall grow like 
the cedar in Lebanon. They shall be planted in the house of the Lord: 
in the courts of our God shall they flourish. They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age: they shall be fat and flourishing. To show that the 
Lord is upright: he is my Rock, and there is no unrighteousness in him. 

PSALM XCIII. 

The Lord reigneth, clothed with majesty; the Lord hath clothed and 
girt himself with power; he hath also fixed the unalterable order of the 
universe. Thy throne, O Lord! is established from all antiquity; thy 
existence is from all eternity. Though the floods, O Lord! lift up their 
head, though they lift up their voice ; and the floods raise up their waves ; 
yet, mightier than the voice of the assembled waters, than the powerful 
billows of the ocean, art thou in thy eminence, O Lord! Thy testimo¬ 
nies are exceeding stable; holiness will grace thy house, O Lord! unto 
the utmost length of days. 

When the Festival happens on one of the common days, begin here : 

PSALM LXII. 

To THE Chief Musician, an Instruction for the Sons of Ko- 
RAH.— As the hart panteth after brooks of water, -so panteth my soul

after thee, 0 God! My soul thirsteth for God, for the God of life; 
when shall I go again and be seen before God ? My tears have been my 
food day and night, because my enemies asked me daily. Where is thy 
God ? My soul overfloweth within me when I remember this, how I was 
wont to travel as a pilgrim amid§t the multitude, even to the house of God, 
with the voice of joy and thanksgiving, among the festive throng. Why 
art thou cast down, 0 my soul, and disquieted within me ? Hope thou in 
God, for I shall yet thank him, because of the salvation of his counte¬ 
nance.*—O my God! my soul is cast down within me, when I remember 
thee here in the land of Jordan, at Hermon’s mountains, mountains of small 
magnitude.^ Deep calleth unto deep, thy water-falls roar; all thy waves 
and thy billows have passed over me. Yet in the day time the Lord 
will command his loving-kindness, and in the night his song shall be 
with me ; as also a prayer unto the God of my life. 1 will say to God, 
My Rock ! why forgettest thou me ? why walk I grieved, oppressed by 
the enemy ? It is as a death in my bones when my opponents reproach 
me, when they continually ask. Where is thy God? Why art thou cast 
down, O my soul, and why art thou disquieted within me ? Hope thou 
in God! for I shall yet thank him, the salvation of my countenance 
and my God. 

PSALM XLIII. 

Judge me, O God! and plead my cause against an ungodly nation; 
deliver me from the deceitful and unjust man. For thou art the God of my 
strength, why forsakest thou me, why must I walk grieved, oppressed by 
the enemy ? Send thou thy light and thy truth; these shall guide me, shall 
bring me unto thy holy mountain and unto thy dwellings. That I may go 
up to the altar of God—to God, the delight of my rejoicing, and thank thee, 
O God, my God ! upon the harp. Why art thou cast down, O my soul; 
and why art thou disquieted within me ? hope thou in God, for I shall yet 
thank him, the salvation of my countenance, and my God! 

Read .—May his great name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the 
world, which he hath created according to his will; may he establish his 
kingdom, cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent of his 
anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time of 
the whole house of Israel: speedily, and in a short time ; and say ye. 
Amen.

Read. —Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed ! 

Congregation. —Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed for ever, and 
evermore! ^ 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who with 
thy word causest the evening to advance, who with wisdom openest 
the gates of light and darkness ; with understanding changest times, and 
variest seasons; and disposest the stars in their stations, in the heavens, 
according to thy will. Thou createst day and night, causing the light to 
recede from before darkness, and darkness before light; who causest the 
day to pass away, and bringest on night, and makest a division between 
day and night: the Lord of Hosts is thy name. Blessed art thou, O 
Lord ! who causest the evening to advance. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved the house of Israel thy people: 
a law, commandments, statutes, and judgments, hast thou taught us : we 
therefore, O Lord, our God! when we lie down, and when we rise up, 
will talk of thy statutes: we will be glad, and rejoice in the instructive 
words of thy law, and in thy commandments and statutes, for ever and 
ever: for they are our life, and the prolongation of our days : in them 
will we meditate day and night: and may thy love never depart from us. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who lovest thy people Israel. 

Deut. vi. 4-10.

Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God! the Lord is one. (Blessed 
be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) And 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might. And these words which I command 
thee this day shall be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them dili¬ 
gently unto thy children, and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in 
thy house, and when thou walkest by the way; when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up. And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy 
hand, and they shall be as frontlets between thy eyes. And thou shalt 
write them upon the posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. 

Deut. xi. 13-22. 

And it shall come to pass, that if ye will hearken diligently unto my 
commandments, which I command you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your heart and with all your soul; then 
will I send rain for your land in its due season, the first rain, and the 
latter rain, that thou mayest gather in thy com, thy wine, and thy oil. 
And I will give grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou shalt eat and be 
satisfied. Take heed of yourselves, lest your heart be deceived, and 
ye turn aside, and serve other gods, and worship them. For then the

Lord’s wrath will be kindled against you, and he will shut up the heavens, 
that there be no rain, and the land will not yield her fruit, and ye shall 
perish quickly from off the goodly land w^hich the Lord giveth you. 
Therefore, shall ye lay up these my words in your heart, and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon your hand, and they shall be as 
frontlets between your eyes. And ye shall teach them to your children, 
speaking of them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou 
shalt write them upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. 
That your days may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the 
land which the Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days 
of heaven ijpon the earth. 


Numbers xv. 37, to end. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the borders a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
Lord, and do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led 
astray. That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God : I am the Lord your God. 

Immutably true and firmly established is all this with us, that he is 
the Lord our God, and there is none beside him; and we, Israel, are his 
people. He hath redeemed us from the power of kings, and is our King 
who hath delivered us from the grasp of the violent: the God who hath 
avenged us of our adversaries, and dealt out a recompense to the enemies 
of our souls. He hath appointed our souls to life, and hath not sufiered 
our feet to slip. He hath caused us to tread on the high places of our 
enemies, and exalted our horn above those who hate us. He is the God! 
who avenged us of Pharaoh, by signs and miracles, wrought in the land 
of the children of Ham. In his wrath he slew all the first-born of Egypt, 
and brought out his people Israel from among them, unto perpetual 
freedom. He caused his children to pass between the divisions of the 
Red Sea, and sunk their enemies and pi\rsuers in the depths. His 
children saw his might: they praised, and gave thanks to his name, and 
willingly submitted to his dominion. Moses, and the children of Israel, 
sang a song unto thee, with great joy: and they all said, “ Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty ? Who is like unto thee, glorious 
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in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles Upon the sea, 
O Lord, our God ! thy children beheld thy majesty: they all unanimously 
praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said, “ The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said, “ For the Lord hath 
redeemed Jacob, and ransomed him from a hand too strong for him.” 
Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hast redeemed Israel. 

Cause us to lie down, O our Father! in peace; and raise us up, O our 
King! to a happy and peaceful life. O spread thy pavilion of peace 
over us, and direct us with good counsel from thy presence! and save us 
speedily, for the sake of thy name. O shield us, and direct us with 
good counsel from thy presence! and save us speedily, for the sake of thy 
name. O shield us, and spread thy pavilion of mercy and peace over 
us. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who spreadest thy pavilion of peace over 
us, and over thy people Israel, and Jerusalem. Amen. 

' If the Festival is on the sabhath, add : 

Exodus xxxi. 16, 17. 

“ And the children of Israel shall keep the sabbath, observing the 
sabbath throughout their generations, for a perpetual covenant. It is a 
sign between me and the children of Israel for ever: for in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth;*and on the s^enth day he rested and was 
refreshed.” 

If on one of the common days of the week, begin here : 

Leviticus xxiii. 4. 

** These are the solemn feasts of the Lord, the holy convocations, 
which ye shall proclaim in their seasons.” 

Then say Kaddish Le-ayla, page 5. 

** O Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! and God of our fathers; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty, and 
tremendous God; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things ; who rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a Redeemer to their children, for the sake of thy 
name. 

O King ! Supporter, Saviour, and Shield 1 Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save, who causest the dew to descend. [On the 
LAST NIGHT OF THE Feast SAY, Who causest the wind to blow, and the 
rain to descend.] Who sustainest the living with beneficence, and with 
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great mercy qiiickenest the dead; supportest the fallen, and healest the 
sick; thou loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy 
faith unto those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, O Lord! 
of mighty acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King 
who killest, and restorest to life, and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead. 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. Blessed art thou, O Lord 1 the holy God. 

Thou hast chosen us from all people; thou hast loved and favoured 
us, and exalted us above all nations, and sanctified us with thy command¬ 
ments, and brought us near unto thy service, 0 our King ! and hast called 
us by thy great and holy name. 

If the Feast happens on the end of the Sabbath, say the following; 

And thou hast made known thy righteous judgments unto us, and 
thereby taught us to perform the statutes of thy will; thou hast given unto 
us in love, O Lord, our God! upright judgments, laws of truth, and good 
statutes, and precepts. Thou hast also caused us to inherit joyful seasons, 
times of holy convocation, and festivals of free-will offerings. Thou 
hast also caused us to inherit the holiness of the sabbath, the honour of 
the holy convocation, and the celebration of the festival. Thou hast 
also made a distinction between the holiness of the sabbath, and the 
sacredness of the festival; and sanctified the seventh day above the six 
days of labour; and separated and sanctified thy people Israel with thy 
holy service. 

Till here. 

And with love hast thou given us, O Lord our God: [on the sabbath 
SAY, sabbaths for rest, and] solemn days for joy, festivals and seasons 
for gladness : [on sabbath, even this day of rest, and] 

On the first days, say : 

This day of the Feast of Tabernacles, even this goodly day of holy 
convocation, the season of our rejoicing. 

On the last days, say : 

[This eighth day of Solemn Assembly, even this goodly day of holy 
convocation, the season of our rejoicing.] 

Our God, and God of our fathers, mayest thou be pleased to grant that 
our memorial, and the memorial of our fathers, the memorial of Jerusalem, 
thy city, and the memorial of the Messiah, the son of David, thy servant, 
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and the memorial of all thy people, the house of Israel, may ascend, 
come, approach, be seen, accepted, heard, visited, and remembered for 
the obtaining of a happy deliverance, with favour, grace, and mercy, [on 
THE Sabbath, say, on this day of rest, and] this day of the Feast of 
Tabernacles: [on the last days, this day of Solemn Assembly:] even 
this goodly day of holy convocation. To have mercy, and to save 
us thereon : O Lord, our God! remember us thereon for good : visit us 
with a blessing: and save us to enjoy a happy life; with the word of 
salvation and mercy, have compassion, and be gracious unto us. O 
have mercy upon us, spare and save us, for our eyes are continually 
towards thee ; for thou, O God! art a merciful and gracious King! 

And vouchsafe to bestow on us, O Lord, our God! the blessings of 
thy solemn feasts, with life, joy, and peace; and as thou hast declared to 
accept and bless us, so raayest thou bless us, for ever. O sanctify us 
with thy commandments ; and ordain our portion to be in thy law. O 
satisfy us with thy goodness ; rejoice our souls with thy salvation ; and 
purify our heart to serve thee in truth: and cause us, O Lord, our God! 
to inherit [on Sabbath say, with love and delight,] with joy and glad¬ 
ness, [on Sabbath say, sabbaths, and] thy holy festivals : and grant that 
all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may rejoice thereon. Blessed art 
thou, O Lord, our God! who sanctifiest [on Sabbath add, the sabbath, 
and] Israel, and the seasons. 

O Lord, our God ! let thy people Israel be acceptable to thee, and have 
regard unto their prayers. Restore the service to the oracle of thy house; 
so that the burnt offerings of Israel, and their prayers, may be speedily 
accepted by thee with love and favour; and the worship of thy people 
Israel be ever pleasing unto thee. 

And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, and 
be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at thy return to 
Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who restorest thy divine 
presence unto Zion. 

Bow and say, 

We gratefully acknowledge that thou art the Lord, our God! and 
the God of our fathers, for evermore. Thou art our Rock ; the Rock of 
our life, and the Shield of our salvation ; to all generations will we render 
thanks unto thee, and recount thy praise, for our lives, which are delivered 
into thy hand, and for our souls, which are ever in thy keeping; and for 
thy miraculous providence, which we daily experience; and for thy 
wonders, and thy kindness, which are at all times exercised towards us, 
at morn, noon, and even. Thou alone art good, for thy mercies never 
fail; thou alone art merciful, for thy kindness never ceases; for from 
ever have we put our trust in thee.

Israel with abundant fortitude and peace. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who blessest thy people Israel with peace. 
Amen. 

May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart, be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord ! who art my Rock and my Re¬ 
deemer. 

O my God, be pleased to guard my tongue from evil, and my lips 
from uttering deceit. And may my soul be silent to those who curse 
me ; and grant that my soul may be humble as the dust to every one. 
Open thou my heart to receive thy law, that my soul may pursue thy 
commandments. Speedily, I beseech thee, frustrate the devices, and 
destroy the machinations of all those who rise up against me for evil. O 
grant it for thy name : grant it for thy right-hand, grant it for thy law : 
grant it for thy holiness. O save me with thy right-hand, and answer 
me. May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of my heart, be 
acceptable in thy presence, O Lord ! who art my Rock and Redeemer. 
May he who maketh peace in his high heavens, through his infinite 
.mercy, grant peace unto us and all Israel. Amen. 

If on the sabbath, the Reader says the following, before Kaddish. 

Genesis ii. 1-4. 

“And the heavens and the earth were finished, and all their host. 
And on the seventh day God had ended his work which he had made: 
And God blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it: because he thereon 
jested from all his work, which he created and made.” 

The Reader then says. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! and God of our fathers : the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob ; the great God, 
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mighty and tremendous; the most high God ! who in his mercy created* 
heaven and earth. He was the shield of our ancestors with his word ; 
he reviveth the dead at his command: he is the holy God! For there 
is none like unto him, who granteth rest unto his people on his holy 
sabbath; for delighting in them, he was pleased to grant them rest: we 
therefore will worship him with reverential awe, and will continually 
praise his name daily, according to the form of blessings and the abun¬ 
dance of thanksgivings due to the Lord of peace; who sanctifieth the 
sabbath, and blesseth the seventh day; and in holiness granteth rest to 
his people enjoying the richest delights, as a memorial of the work of 
creation. 

Our God, and God of our fathers, accept, we beseech thee, our day of 
rest. O sanctify us with thy commandments : and ordain our portion to 
be in thy law. O satisfy us with thy goodness : rejoice our souls with 
thy salvation: and purify our hearts to serve thee in truth : and cause us, 
O Lord, our God ! to inherit thy holy sabbath with love and delight: and 
grant that all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may have rest thereon.

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PSALM CXXII. 

A Song of Degrees of David. —I rejoiced when they said unto me, 
' Let us go into the house of the Lord. Our feet stood within thy gates, 
O Jerusalem ! Jerusalem! who art built as a city of assemblage. Whither 
the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, a testimony unto Israel, for them 
to give thanks unto the name of the Lord. For there thrones of judg¬ 
ment are set; thrones for the house of David. Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem ; they that love thee shall prosper. May there be peace 
within thy walls, and prosperity within thy palaces ! For the sake of 
my brethren and friends, I will now say. Peace be within thee. For the 
sake of the house of Lord, our God ! will I seek thy good. 

Then say, Kaddish Yehay Shelahmah, and “ Bless ye the Lord.” 

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the beginning; since he hath not made 
us like the nations of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like theirs, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings! the holy and blessed One! who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath, there 
is none else.” 

1. Extolled be the living God, and praised be he ; he exists ; but his 
existence is iiot bounded by time. 2. He is One, but there is no unity 
like unto his unity; he is incomprehensible, and also his unity is unend¬ 
ing. 3. He has no material form, he is incorporeal, and we cannot 
compare his holiness to aught that is. 4. He existed before all things 
that are created ; he is the first, but there is no beginning to his existence. 
5. Behold ! he is the Lord of the world; and through all the creation 
evinceth his mighty power and dominion. 6. The inspiration of his 
prophecy did he bestow on men of his peculiar and glorious people. 
7. There never arose a prophet in Israel like unto Moses, who beheld 
God’s similitude. 8. A true law hath God given to his people by the 
hand of his prophet, who was faithful in his house. 9. God will never 
alter nor change his law for any other. 10. Hebeholdeth and knoweth all 
our secrets ; for he vieweth the end of a thing at its commencement. 
II. He rewardeth the pious man according to his work : and punisheth 
the wicked according to his wickedness. 12. At the end of days will 
he send our anointed, to redeem those who hope for the accomplishment

of his salvation. 13. God in his great mercy will revive the dead : 

These are the 
thirteen fundamental articles of our faith, they are the foundation of the 
decree of God and his law.

King of the universe, who hast 
made a distinction between things sacred and profane; between light and 
darkness; between Israel and other nations ! and between the seventh 
day and the six days of labour. Thou hast also made a distinction be¬ 
tween the holiness of the Sabbath and the sacredness of the festival; 
and sanctified the seventh day above the six days of labour; and separated 
and sanctified thy people Israel with thy holy service. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord! who makest a distinction between holy and holy. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God 1 King of the universe, who hast 
preserved us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! Sovereign of the universe, who 
hast sanctified us with thy commandments, and commanded us to dwell 
in booths. 

On the second day, say always the blessing, “ Who hast preserved,” &c., before

O remember us with a good me¬ 
morial before thee, and visit us with the visitation of salvation and mercy 
from the ancient heaven of heavens ; and remember unto us, O Lord, 
our God ! the love of thy ancient servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Israel; 
and the covenant, the mercy, and the oath, which thou didst swear unto 
our ancestor Abraham, on mount Moriah, and the act of binding his son 
Isaac, and placing him upon the altar, as it is written in thy law. 

Genesis xxii. 1—20. 

And it came to pass after those things, that God did tempt Abraham, 
and said unto him, Abraham ! and he said. Behold, here am I. And he 
said. Take now thy son, thy only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get 
thee into the land of Moriah, and offer him there for a bumt-offering, 
upon one of the mountains, which I will tell thee of. And Abraham rose 
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up early in the morning, saddled his ass, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Isaac, his son ; and clave the wood for a burnt-offering, 
and rose up, and went unto the place of which God had told him. On 
the third day, Abraham lifted up his. eyes, and saw the place afar off. 
And Abraham said unto his young men, Abide you here with the ass 
and I and the lad will go yonder, and we will worship, and return again 
to you. And Abraham took the wood of the bumt-offering, and laid it 
upon Isaac, his sou ; and he took the fire in his hand, and the knife; 
and they went both of them together. And Isaac spoke unto Abraham, 
his father, and said, My father : and he said. Here am I, my son. And 
he said. Behold the fire and the wood; but where is the lamb for a burnt- 
offering 1 And Abraham said. My son, God will provide himself a lamb 
for a burnt-offering; so they went both of them together. And they 
came to the place which God had told him of: and Abraham built an 
altar there, and laid the wood in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
placed him on the altar, upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth 
his hand, and took the knife to slay his son. And the angel of the Lord 
called unto him out of heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham! and he 
said. Here am I. And he said. Lay not thy hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou any thing unto him; for now I know that thou fearest God, 
seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thy only one, from me. And 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold, behind him, a ram^ 
caught in a thicket by his horns : and Abraham went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt-offering, in the stead of his son. And 
Abraham called the name of the place Adonai Yireh ; as it is said to this 
day. In the mount of the Lord it shall be seen. And the angel of the 
Lord called unto Abraham out of heaven, the second time, and said. By 
myself have I sworn, saith the Lord, for because thou hast done this 
thing, and- hast not withheld thy son, thy only one; that I will greatly 
bless thee, and exceedingly multiply thy seed, as the stars of heaven, 
and as the sand which is upon the sea-shore ; and thy seed shall possess 
the gate of their enemies 5 and in thy seed- shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed; because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham 
returned to his young men, and they rose up, and went together to 
Beer-sheba: and Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 


Sovereign of the universe! as he (Abraham) suppressed his tenderness 
to perform thy will with an upright heart, so we beseech thee, let thy 
mercy suppress thy anger; and let thy tender mercy prevail over thy 
attribute of strict justice; and conduct thyself towards us, O Lord, our

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God ! with the attribute of mercy, and the attribute of benevolence: and 
judge us not according to the rigorous line of strict justice; and in thy 
great goodness avert the heat of thy anger from thy people, thy city, thy 
land, and thy heritage: and confirm unto us, O Lord, our God ! the 
word of which thou hast assured us in thy law,' through thy servant 
Moses : as it is said, ‘‘ And I will remember my covenant with Jacob, 
and also my covenant with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abraham, 
will I remember, and the land will I also remember,” And it is said,® 
“ Ami yet for all that, when they be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not reject them, neither will I abhor them to destroy them utterly, and to 
break my covenant with them : for I am the Lord their God.” And it is 
said,n “ But I will for their sakes remeniber the covenant of their ances¬ 
tors, whom I brought forth out of the land of Egypt, in the sight of 
the nations^ that I might be their God: I am the Lord!” And it is 
said,® “ The Lord thy God will bring thee back out of captivity, and 
have compassion upon thee, and gather thee from all the nations whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered thee. If any of thine be driven out 
unto the remotest climes under the heaven, from thence will the Lord 
thy God gather thee, and from thence will he take thee. And the Lord, 
thy God, will bring thee into the land which thy fathers possessed, and 
thou shalt possess it: and he will do thee good, and multiply thee, more 
than thy fathers,” And it is said,P “ O Lord, be gracious unto us, we 
have waited for thee : be thou our strength every morning, our salvation 
also in the time of distress.” And it is said,** ‘‘ It is even a time of 
trouble unto Jacob, but he shall be saved out of it.” And it is said,' 
“ In all their affliction he was afflicted, and the angel of his presence 
saved them : in his love, and in his pity, he redeemed them and he bore 
them, and carried them all the days of old.” And it is said,* Who is 
omnipotent, like unto thee, pardoning iniquity, and forgiving transgres¬ 
sion, to the residue of his heritage ? He retaineth not his anger for ever 
because he delighteth in mercy. He will again have compassion on us ; 
he will suppress our iniquities ; yea, thou wilt cast all their sins into the 
dephths of the sea.” And all our sins, and all the sins of thy people, 
the house of Israel, thou wilt cast into a place, where they shall not be 
remembered, nor visited, nor thought of for ever. “ Thou wilt show 
faithfulness to Jacob, and mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast sworn 
unto our ancestors, in the days of old.” And it is said,‘ “ And I will 
bring them unto my holy mountain, and I will make them rejoice in my 
house of prayer; their burnt-offerings, and their sacrifices, shall be 
accepted on my altar, for my house shall be called a house of prayer for 
all nations.”

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These are the things which have no fixed estimation by the law ; viz.; 
the comer of the field the first-fruits ; the offering on appearing at the 
temple, during the festivals; acts of beneficence; and the study of the 
law of God. These are the commandments, whereof the man that per- 
formeth them enjoys the fruits in this world; but the principal remaineth 
to a future one; viz.: honouring father and mother ; acts of beneficence; 
nursing the sick; entertaining strangers; early attendance at the syna¬ 
gogue ; making peace between a man and his fellow-creature; and be¬ 
tween husband and wife. But the study of the law of God is superior 
to all."^ 

Man should ever fear God, as well in private as in public ; confess the 
truth, and speak the truth as it is in his heart: let him rise early and pray— 

Sovereign of the worlds! and Lord of lords! we presume not to pre¬ 
sent our supplications before thee, relying on our righteousness, but 
because of thy abundant mercies. “ O Lord! hear; O Lord ! pardon ; 
O Lord! be graciously attentive, and grant our requests ; delay not for 
thy own sake, O my God! for thy city, and thy people, are called by 
thy name.” What are we ? What is our life? What our goodness ? 
What our righteousness ? What our help ? What our power ? What 
our might? What, then, shall we say in thy presence, O Lord, our 
God ! and God of our fathers ? Are not the mighty ones as naught be¬ 
fore thee ? men of renown, as if they had not existed ; wise men, as if 
they were without knowledge; and the intelligent, as if void of under¬ 
standing? For the majority of our actions is emptiness, and the days of 
our life are but vanity in thy presence; even the pre-eminence of man 
over th^ beast is naught, for all is vanity; except that pure soul, which 
must hereafter give an account, when in judgment, before the throne of 
thy glory; and all nations are as naught before thee; as it is said,* ‘‘ Be¬ 
hold the nations are as a drop from the bucket; and as the small dust of 
the balance are they accounted: behold, he taketh up the isles ..as an 
atom.” But we, thy people, are the children of thy covenant: the 
children of Abraham, thy beloved, to whom thou didst swear on mount 
Moriah: the seed of Isaac, who, for thy sake was bound and laid on 
the altar: the congregation of Jacob, thy first-born son, whom, from the 
love wherewith thou didst love him, and the joy wherewith thou didst 
rejoice in him, thou hast called Israel and Jeshurun. 

We, therefore, are in duty bound to give thanks unto thee : to praise, 
glorify, and extol thee; and to offer song, praise, and thanksgiving unto 
thy great name : we are also in duty bound to repeat daily and continually 
a song of praise, O, happy are we! How goodly is our portion! How 
pleasant is our lot! How beautiful is our inheritance ! O, happy are

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we, that we attend early in the morning, and also late in the evening in 
the synagogues, and in the houses where the law is studied; proclaiming 
the UNITY of thy name, with fervent love, by repeating daily, “ Hear, O 
Israel! the Lord, our God, is the only eternal Being !” (Blessed be 
the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.) 

Thou wast the same, before thou didst create the world; and thou art 
the same after thou didst create the world ; thou art God in this world, 
and thou art God in the future; thou art immutable ! thy years have no 
end. Sanctify thy name in thy world, through a people that sanctify 
thy name; and through thy salvation, exalt and raise on high our horn 
of salvation; and save thou us speedily for thy name’s sake. Blessed 
art thou who sanctifiest thy name before the whole world. 

Thou art the Lord, who art God in heaven above, and on the earth 
beneath; in the highest heavens ; both among the highest and the 
lowest; thou art the first, and thou art the last, and besides thee there is 
no God. O gather the dispersions of those who hope in thee, from the 
four corners of the earth; that the whole world may know, and acknow¬ 
ledge, that thou alone art God ! exalted above all the kingdoms of the 
earth. Thou hast made the heavens and the earth, the sea, and all that is 
in them; and who, among all the works of thy hands, either in the up¬ 
permost or nethermost parts, can say unto thee, what doest thou ? or, 
what workest thou ? Our Father, who art in heaven, we beseech thee 
to act charitably and graciously towards us, for the sake of thy great, 
mighty, and tremendous name, by which we are called; and confirm 
unto us, O Lord, our God! the word which thou hast assured us of, 
through the means of Zephaniah, thy prophet, as it is said,y “ At that 
time I will bring you again; and at that time when I assemble you, I 
will appoint you for a name, and a praise among all the people of the 
earth: when I bring back your captives before your eyes, saith the Lord.’’ 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, 0 Lord, our God ! and God of 
our ancestors, to have compassion on us, to pardon all our sins, to for¬ 
give all our iniquities, and to grant us remission for all our transgressions, 
and that the holy temple may speedily be rebuilt in our days, that tve 
may offer in thy presence the daily burnt-offering, that it may atone for 
us: as thou hast commanded in thy law, written and delivered by the 
hands of thy servant Moses ; as it is said 

Numbers xxviii. 1-11. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con- 

7 Zeph. iii. 20. 
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sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them, This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year with¬ 
out blemish, every day, for a continual bumt-offering. The one lamb 
shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer at 
even.* And the tenth part of an ephah* of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin*» of beaten oil. It is a continual 
bumt-offering which was ordained in mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb : in the holy place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering madfe by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

On the Sabbath, add as follows : 

And on the sabbath-day, two lambs of the first year without blemish, 
and two tenth parts (of an ephah) of fine flour for a meat-offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink-offering thereof. This is the burnt- 
ofiering of every sabbath, besides the continual bumt-offering, and its 
drink -0 fiering. 

Till here. 

Thou art the Lord, our God ! before whom our ancestors burnt incense, 
whilst the holy temple was standing, as thou didst command them through 
Moses thy prophet, as it is written in thy law,' “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, and onycha, and galbanum; 
these sweet spices with pure frankincense: of each there shall be an 
equal weight. And thou shalt make it a perfume, a confection after the 
art of,an apothecary, tempered together, pure and holy. And thou shalt 
beat some of it very small, and put of it before the testimony of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, where I will meet with thee: it shall be 
unto you most holy.” And it is said,^ “ And Aaron shall burn thereon 
(on the altar) incense of spices every morning; when he dresseth the 
lamps he shall bum incense upon it. And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even, he shall bum incense upon it; a perpetual burning of 
incense before the Lord throughout your generations.” 

Talmud, Treatise Cheritoth, p. 6. 

The rabbins have taught how the mixture of the perfume of incense 
was made: it contained three hundred and sixty-eight manehs.e Three 
hundred and sixty-five of which were according to the number of days 
of the solar yearand of the three remaining manehs, the high priest

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was to take his hands full, on the day of atonement: these were again 
put into the mortar on the eve of the day of atonement, to perform the 
commandment, “ take of the finest beaten incense.” It was composed 
of eleven sorts of spices; viz. balm, onycha,^ galbanum, frankincense, 
of each an equal weight, viz. seventy manehs : myrrh, cassia, spike¬ 
nard, and saffron, of each an equal weight, sixteen manehs; costus, 
twelve manehs ; the rhind of an odoriferous tree,*' three manehs; cinna¬ 
mon, nine manehs ; soap of Carsina, nine kabs ;* wine of capers, (or 
Cyprus) three seahs,*" and three kabs; and if Cyprus wine could not be 
had, strong white wine was substituted for it: salt of Sodom, the fourth 
part of a kab; and of a herb called maaleh ashan, a small quantity. 
Rabbi Nathan, the Babylonian said. Also a small quantity of the amber 
of Jordan. If honey was mixed with it, it was profane; and if it was 
deficient in any one of its ingredients, he was accounted to have incurred 
the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simeon, the son of Gamliel, saith. That the balm issues from 
an incision in the tree called balsamum. And for what purpose did they 
use the soap of Carsina ? to refine the onycha, (or cloves), that it might 
have a handsome appearance: and for what purpose was the wine of 
Cyprus brought? to soak the cloves, (or onycha), therein, that it might 
become hard: and though another substance was also proper for the pur¬ 
pose, yet was it not used, because it was not decent to bring it into the 
temple.—“ And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years.” 

Abayyeh disposed the order of the daily service in the temple, as ap¬ 
pointed by the Talmudists; and according to the opinion of Abba Saiil. 
The great order preceded the second order of the incense : and the second 
order of incense preceded the ranging of the two pieces of wood upon 
the altar; and the ranging of the two pieces of wood preceded the re¬ 
moval of the ashes from the inner altar; and the removal of the ashes 
from the inner altar, preceded the dressing of the five lamps of the 
candlestick and the dressing of the five lamps, preceded the sprink¬ 
ling of the blood of the continual offering; and the sprinkling of the 
blood of the continual offering, preceded the dressing of the two lamps; 
and the dressing of the two lamps preceded the burning of incense; 
and the incense preceded the offering of the members of the sacrifice ; 
and the offering of the members, preceded the meat-offering; and the 
meat-offering, preceded the baked meat-offering and the baked meat¬ 
offering, preceded the drink-offerings ; and the drink-offerings, preceded 
the additional® offerings ; and the additional offerings, preceded the two

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spoons® of frankincense; and the two spoons of frankincense, preceded 
the continual evening-offering; as it is said, “ And he shall lay the burnt- 
offering in order upon it, and he shall burn thereon the fat of the peace- 
offerings i. e. he shall therewith finish all the offerings of the day. 

O Lord! we beseech thee to loosen, with the greatness of thy power¬ 
ful right hand, those that are bound in captivity. Accept the cry of thy 
people; exalt and purify us, O thou who art tremendous! O, most 
powerful God! we beseech thee to preserve, as the apple of the eye, 
those that seek thee, who art God alone. Bless, and purify them, and 
continually requite them according to thy merciful righteousness. Thou, 
who art most mighty and holy! guide thy congregate people with thy 
abundant goodness. Thou, who art God alone, and most excellent, 
regard thy people, who continually make mention of thy holiness. 
Accept our prayers, and hearken to our cries. O Thou! to whom all 
secrets are known. 

Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever! 

Sovereign of the universe ! thou didst command us to offer the daily 
sacrifice in its appointed time ; and that the priests should officiate in 
their proper service, and the Levites at their desk, and the Israelites in 
their station. But, at present, on account of our sins, the temple is laid 
waste, and the daily sacrifice hath ceased; for we have neither an offici¬ 
ating priest, nor a Levite on the desk, or an Israelite at his station. But 
thou hast said, that the prayers of our lips shall be accepted as the offer¬ 
ing of steers.p Therefore, let it be acceptable before thee, O Lord, our 
God! and God of our ancestors, that the prayers of our lips may be 
accounted, accepted, and esteemed before thee, as if we had offered the 
daily sacrifice in its appointed time, and had stood in our station. And 
it is ‘‘ And he shall kill it at the foot of the altar, northward, before 

the Lord; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle its blood round 
about the altar.” And it is said,’^ “ This is the law of the bumt-offering, 
of the meat-offering, and of the sin-offering, and of the trespass-offering, 
and of the dedication, and of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings. 

Mishna Treatise Zebachim, chap. 5. 

Which are the places where the offerings were slaughtered ? The most 
holy of them were slain on the north side; the bull and the he-goat for 
the day of atonement, were slain on the north side ; the blood thereof 
was received in the vessels of service on the north side ; their blood re¬ 
quired sprinkling, between the staves, upon the veil, and the golden 
altar. One sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement; the remaining 
blood the priest poured on the bottom of the outer altar, on the west side 
thereof; if omitted, the atonement was not impeded.

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The bulls and the he-goats, which were wholly burnt, were slaughtered 
on the north side, and their blood was there received in the vessels of 
service. Their blood also required sprinkling upon the veil and the golden 
altar: one sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement. The remaining 
blood was poured on the bottom of the outer altar on the west side thereof; 
if omitted, the atonement was not impeded. These, as well as the pre¬ 
ceding offerings, were burnt in the repository of ashes. 

The sin-offerings of the whole congregation, as well as an individual: 
these are the sin-offerings of the whole congregation—the he-goats of the 
new moon, as also of the other festivals—were slaughtered on the north, 
and their blood was received in the vessels of service there; and their 
blood required four sprinklings on the four horns of the outer altar. It 
was performed after this manner :—the priest went up the ascent, and 
turned towards the circuit, and came to the south-east corner, then to the 
north-east, so on to the north-west, and from thence to the south-west; the 
remaining blood was poured out at the south side of the bottom of the 
outer altar; these were eaten only by the males of the priesthood, within 
the hangings of the court, dressed after any manner, for that day only, 
until midnight. The burnt-offering is one of the most holy: it was slain 
on the north ; and its blood was there received in the vessels of service ; 
the blood required two sprinklings, and it was so sprinkled as to produce 
four—it was necessary to flay and dismember it, and to consume it totally 
by fire. The peace-offerings of the whole congregation, and the trespass- 
offerings ;—these are the trespass-offerings—the trespass-offering for theft 
—the trespass-offering for appropriating sanctified things to his own use 
—for carnally knowing a betrothed handmaid—the trespass-offering 
brought by the Nazarite for defiling himself with a dead body—the leper 
—and for a doubtful sin:—these were slaughtered on the north side, and 
the blood was there received in the vessels of service : the blood required 
two sprinklings, which produced four: these were eaten only within the 
hangings by the males of the priesthood, dressed after any manner, for 
that day only until midnight. 

The thanksgiving-offering, and the ram of the Nazarite, were sacred in 
a less degree ; they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood also required two sprinklings, which produced four; they might be 
eaten in any part of the city, by any person, dressed after any manner, 
the whole of that day until midnight. With the portion of them which 
appertaineth to the priests, the same was observed, save only that it was 
to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants. 
Peace-offerings are also sacred in a less degree; they might be killed in 
any part of the court; and their blood required two sprinklings, which 
produced four : they might be eaten in any part of the city by any person, 
dressed after any manner, for two days and one night; the portion thereof 
which appertaineth to the priests, was like the rest, save only, that it was 
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to be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants. 
The first-born, the tithes of beast, and the paschal lamb, were sacred in 
a less degree : they might be killed in any part of the court; and their 
blood required only one sprinkling, but it must be sprinkled towards the 
bottom of the altar: there was a distinction in the eating of them; for 
the first-born was eaten by the priests only, and the tithe by all persons; 
they were also eaten in any part of the city, dressed after any manner, 
for two days and one night. The paschal lamb was to be eaten at night 
only, but not later than midnight: neither was it to be eaten but by those 
' that were numbered and appointed for it; nor was it to be eaten dressed 
in any other manner than roasted. 

Rabbi Ishmael says, that the law is to be expounded by thirteen rules: 
viz., 1. By inferences, from minor to major: and the reverse from 
major to minor. 2. A decision deduced from an agreement, or simi¬ 
larity of phrases in texts. 3. From the principal constitution contained 
in one verse, and from the principal constitution deduced from two verses. 

4. From comparing a general description with its specified particular. 

5. From a particular text, followed by a general one. 6. Precepts treated 
of, first in general, and then in particular, and again in general, thou must 
not adjudge, but according to the tenor of the particular specification. 
7. From a general description that requires a particular, specific text to 
explain it; and from a particular text that requires a general one. 8. What¬ 
ever was comprehended under a general description, and is afterwards 
particularly excepted therefrom, in-order to teach us something concerning 
it: the exception is not given for its own sake only, but also affects the 
whole general term. 9. And whatever was included in a general descrip¬ 
tion and is afterwards excepted, to prove an argument similar to its subject: 
tends to alleviate, but does not aggravate. 10. And whatever was in¬ 
cluded in a general description, and is afterwards excepted to prove an 
argument not similar to its subject: serves both to alleviate and aggravate. 
11. And every thing included in a general description, and afterwards 
excepted, to determine a new matter, cannot be restored to the general 
term, unless it be by being expressly mentioned in the text. 12. And 
whatever is deduced from the subject itself; and a thing deduced from 
the end of the text. 13. And thus, when two texts contradict each other, 
we cannot determine the sense until a third is produced, which reconciles 
them. 

Let it be acceptable before thee, 0 Lord, our God! and God of our 
ancestors, that the holy temple may be speedily rebuilt in our days ; and 
let our portion be in thy law, that we may be ^fcle to do thy will.

Head .—May his great name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the 
world, which he hath created according to his will; may he establish his 
kingdom, cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent of his 
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anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time of 
the whole house of Israel: speedily, and in a short time ; and say ye. 
Amen. 

Cong. —May his great name be blessed, and glorified for ever and ever. 
Read. —May his hallowed name be praised, glorified, exalted, magnified, 
honoured, and most excellently adored; blessed is he, far exceeding all 
blessings, hymns, praises, and benedictions, that are repeated through¬ 
out the world; and say ye. Amen. 

Unto Israel, their rabbins, their disciples, and all their successors, who 
diligently study the holy law, who are in this, and every other place; 
may there be grace, favour, and mercy, from the presence of the Lord of 
heaven and earth, both to them, and us; and say ye. Amen. 

May the fulness of peace from heaven, with life, plenty, salvation, 
consolation, freedom, health, redemption, pardon, expiation, enlargement, 
and deliverance, be granted unto us, and to all his people Israel; and say 
ye. Amen. 

May he who maketh peace in his high heavens, through his mercy 
bestow peace on us, and on all Israel; and say ye. Amen.

O give thanks unto the Lord; call on his holy name; make known 
his deeds among the people. Sing, and chaunt hymns unto him: pro¬ 
claim ye all his wondrous works. Glory in his holy name ; let the heart 
of them rejoice who seek the Lord. Seek ye the Lord, and his strength; 
seek his favour evermore. Remember his miracles that he hath done, 
his wonders and the judgments of his mouth. O ye the seed of Israel, 
his servant; the children of Jacob, his chosen people.

Touch not 
my anointed, and do my prophets no harm. Let all the earth sing unto 
the Lord: proclaim his salvation from day to day. Declare his glory 
among the nations, his wonders among all people. For the Lord is great, 
and exalted in praise ; and he is fearful above all gods. For all the gods 
of the nations are idols ; but the Lord hath made the heavens. Honour 
and majesty are in his presence; strength and gladness are in his place. 
Ascribe unto the Lord, O ye families of the nations, ascribe unto the Lord 
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glory and might. Ascribe unto the Lord the glory due unto his name; 
bring an offering, and come into his presence; worship the Lord in the 
glorious sanctuary. Let all the earth tremble before him, who hath fixed 
the foundations of the world, that it might not be moved. Let the heavens 
rejoice, and the earth be glad: and they shall say among the nations, the 
Lord reigneth. Let the sea, and its full domains roar; let the field, and 
all that is therein, rejoice. Then shall the trees of the wood shout, be¬ 
cause of the presence of the Lord, when he cometh to judge the earth. 
O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good : because his mercy endureth 
for ever. And say ye. Save us, O God of our salvation, and gather us 
from the nations, that we may give thanks to thy holy name, and glory 
in thy praise. Blessed be the name of the Lord God of Israel for ever 
and ever: and all the people said. Amen, and praised the Lord. * “ Ex¬ 
tol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is holy. 
Extol ye the Lord our God ! and worship at his holy mount, for the Lord 
our God is holy. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroy- 
eth not; yea, he frequently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not 
all his wrath. O Lord ! withhold not thy tender mercies from me: let 
thy loving-kindness and thy truth preserve me continually. O Lord re¬ 
member thy tender mercies, and thy loving-kindness, for they have been 
of old. Ascribe ye power unto God; his excellency is over Israel; and 
his strength in the skies. O God! thou art tremendous from thy holy 
residence. O God of Israel! thou art he who givest strength and power 
unto thy people: blessed be God.” 

Exalt 
thyself, O Judge of the earth ; render a retribution to the proud. Salva¬ 
tion belongeth unto the Lord: thy blessing be upon thy people. Selah. 
The Lord of Hosts is with us, the God of Jacob is refuge unto us. Selah. 
O Lord of Hosts ! happy is the man that trusteth in thee. O Lord, save 
us ! answer us, O King! when we call. O save thy people, and bless 
thy inheritance : and guide and exalt them^ for ever. Our soul waiteth 
for the Lord : he is our help and our shield. For our hearts shall rejoice 
in him ; because we have trusted in his holy name. Let thy mercy, O

I will extol thee, O Lord ! for thou hast lifted me up, and hast not 
suffered my foes to rejoice over me. O Lord, my God ! I cried unto thee, 
and thou hast healed me. O Lord ! thou hast brought up my soul from 
the grave ; thou hast kept me alive, that I should not go down to the pit. 
Sing unto the Lord, O ye that venerate him, and give thanks to his holy 
name. For his anger is momentary, but in his favour is life : weeping 
may endure for a night, but joy cometh in the morning. And in my 
prosperity I said, I shall never be moved. Lord by thy favour thou 
hast made my mountain to stand strong: thou didst hide thy face, and 
I was troubled. I cried to thee, 0 Lord ! and unto thee, O Lord! I made 
supplication. What avail is there in my blood, when I go down to the 
pit? Shall the dust praise thee ? Shall it declare thy truth ? Hear, 0 
Lord ! and be gracious unto me : O Lord ! be thou my help. Thou hast 
turned my mourning into dancing: thou hast put off my sackcloth from 
me, and girded me with gladness. To the end that my glorious trium¬ 
phant soul may sing praise to thee, without ceasing. O Lord, my God! 
I will give thanks unto thee for ever. 

PSALM cm. 

A Psalm of David. —Bless the Lord, O my soul! and all that is within 
me, bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul! and forget not 
any of his benefits. He it is who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who 
healeth all thy diseases. Who redeemeth thy life from the grave : who 
crowneth thee with benevolence and mercy. Who satisfieth thy mouth 
with good ; so that thy youth is renewed like the eagle’s. The Lord 
executeth righteousness and judgment in behalf of all the oppressed. He 
made known his ways unto Moses, his wonderful works unto the children 
of Israel. The Lord is merciful and gracious, long-suffering, and abun¬ 
dant in mercy; he will not always contend: neither will he retain his 
anger for ever.

But the mercy of the Lord 
is from everlasting to everlasting, to those who fear him; and his favour 
unto children’s children: to such as keep his covenant, and to those who 
remember his commandments, to do them. The Lord hath prepared his 
throne in the heavens ; and his kingdom ruleth over all. Bless the Lord, 
ye his angels, mighty in strength, obeying his word, hearkening to the 
voice of his commandment. Bless ye the Lord, all his hosts, ye his 
ministers, who execute his will. Bless the Lord, all his works, in all 
places of his dominion. Bless the Lord, O my soul !

Lord he is God ! The Lord he is God.” (Repeated.)] 

Reader and Congregation. —“The Lord' reigneth: the Lord hath 
reigned; the Lord shall reign for ever.” (Repeated.)

To THE Chief Musician, A Psalm of David.— The heavens declare 
the glory of God: and the firmament showeth the works of his hands. 
Day unto day uttereth speech; and night unto night showeth knowledge. 
There is no speech, there are no words, their voice is not heard. But 
their melody extends through all the earth, and to the end of the world their 
word. For the sun he has set a tabernacle among them; and lie goes out 
like a bridegroom from his chamber, and rejoices, like a strong man, to 
run his course. His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his 
circuit unto the ends thereof; and there is nothing hidden from his heat. 
The law of the Lord is perfect, quieting the soul; the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making the simple wise. The statutes of the Lord are 
right, rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the Lord is clear, en¬ 
lightening the eyes. The fear of the Lord is pure, enduring for ever; 
the judgments of the Lord are true, and uniformly just. They are to be 
desired more than gold and much fine gold; they are sweeter than honey, 
and the dropping of honeycombs. Moreover, thy servant is admonished 
by them; and in keeping of them there is great reward. Who can guard 
against errors ? O cleanse me from secret faults. Withhold thy servant 
also from presumptuous sins, let them not have dominion over me: then 
shall I be upright, and 1 shall be clear from any great transgression. 
Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be accepta¬ 
ble before thee, O Lord! my Rock, and my Redeemer. 

PSALM XXXIII. 

Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteons; for to the upright praise is 
comely. Praise ye the Lord with the harp: sing unto him with the ten¬ 
stringed psaltery. Sing unto him a new hymn, let the trumpet utter a 
melodious sound. For the word of the Lord is right: and all his works 
are done in truth. He loveth righteousness and justice; the earth is full 
of the mercy of the Lord. By the word of the Lord were the heavens 
made; and sdl their host with a breath of his mouth. He gathereth 
together as a heap, the waters of the sea: he layeth up the depths in 
storehouses.

The Lord looketh down 
from heaven; he beholdeth all the sons of men. From the place of his 
residence, he superintendeth all the inhabitants of the earth. He 
fashioneth all their hearts, and understandeth all their works. A king 
is not saved by the multitude of a host: neither doth the mighty man 
escape by the greatness of his strength. Vain is the horse for safety: 
he shall not deliver any by his great strength. Behold! the eye of the 
Lord is upon those who fear him; upon those who hope for his mercy: 
to deliver their soul from death; and to keep them alive in time of famine. 
Our soul waiteth for the Lord: he is our help and our shield. For in 
him our hearts shall rejoice: because we have trusted in his holy name. 
Let thy mercy, O Lord! be with us, according as we hope in thee. 

PSALM XXXIV. 

A Psalm of David when he disguised his reason, before Abime- 

LECH, WHO THEN DROVE HIM AWAY, AND HE DEPARTED.-1 will bleSS the 

Lord at all times: his praise shall be continually in my mouth. My 
soul shall boast itself in the Lord : the humble shall hear it, and be glad. 
O magnify the Lord with me, and let us extol his name together. I 
sought the Lord, and he answered me; and delivered me from all my 
fears. They looked unto him, and were enlightened, and their faces 
were not ashamed. This poor man cried, and the Lord heard him ; and 
saved him from all his troubles. The angel of the Lord encampeth 
round about those who fear him, and delivereth them. O reflect, and 
see that the Lord is good: happy is the man who trusteth in him. O 
fear the Lord, ye his saints: for there is no want to those who fear him. 
The young lions do lack and suffer hunger: but they who seek the Lord, 
shall not want any good. Come, ye children, hearken unto me; I will 
teach you the fear of the Lord. Who is the man that desireth life, and 
loveth many days, that he may see happiness ? Keep thy tongue from 
evil, and thy lips from speaking guile. Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace and pursue it. The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, 
and his ears are open unto their cry. But the anger of the Lord is 
against those who do evil, to cut off their remembrance from the earth. 
But the righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth them from 
all their troubles. The Lord is nigh unto the broken-hearted ; and saveth 
those who are of a contrite spirit. Though many afflictions overtake 
the righteous; the Lord will deliver him from them all. He guardeth 
all his bones : so that not one of them is broken. The evil of the wicked 
will slay him, and they who hate the righteous, shall not escape guilti¬ 
ness. The Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants; and none of those 
who trust in him shall be condemned. 
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PSALM XC. 

A Prayer of Moses, the Man of God.— O Lord! thou hast been 
our strong hold of defence in all generations. Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the world : 
even from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. Thou tumest men 
to contrition: and sayest. Return, ye children of men. For a thousand 
years in thy sight are but as yesterday, which is passed; and as a watch 
in the night. Thou carriest them away as a flood, they are as in sleep: 
in the morning they are like grass which changeth. In the morning it 
flourisheth and is renovated : in the evening it is cut down, and withered. 
Thus are we consumed by thy anger, and troubled by thy wrath. Thou 
hast set our iniquities before thee, our secret sins in the light of thy 
countenance. For all our days are passed away in thy wrath : we spend 
our years as a tale that is told. The days of our years of life are seventy 
years: and if by extraordinary vigour, we see fourscore years, yet is 
their essence labour and sorrow ; for oiir life is soon cut off, and we flee 
away^ Who knoweth the power of thy anger ? even according to thy 
fear, so is thy wrath. Teach us to number our days, that we may apply 
our hearts to wisdom. Return unto us, 0 Lord! how long wilt thou 
cast us off ? O repent thee, concerning thy servants. O satisfy us early 
with thy mercy : that we may rejoice, and be glad all our days. Make 
us rejoice, according to the days wherein thou hast afflicted us ; and the 
years in which we have seen evil. Let thy work of salvation appear to 
thy servants, and thy glory unto their children. And let the beauty of 
the Lord, our God, be upon us: and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish thou it. 

PSALM XCI. 

He who dwells within the secret place of the Most High, shall abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. I say of the Lord, who is my refuge 
and my fortress, my God, in whom I trust, that he will surely deliver 
thee from the fowler’s snare, and from the destructive pestilence. He 
will cover thee with his pinion, and under his wings thou wilt find 
refuge, his truth shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt not be 
afraid of the terrors of the night, nor of the arrow that flieth by day ; nor 
of the pestilence that stalketh in the darkness ; nor of the destruction that 
wasteth at noon of day. On thy side a thousand shall fall, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand, but it shall not come nigh unto thee. Thou 
shalt only behold with thy eyes, and see the retribution of the wicked. 
Because thou hast made the Lord, who is my refuge, even the Most 
High, thy stronghold. No evil shall befal thee, neither shall any plague 
approach thy dwelling. For he will give his angels charge concerning 
thee, to guard thee in all thy ways. They shall bear thee on their hands 
lest thou dash thy foot against a stone. On the fierce lion and asp shalt 
thou tread: the young lion and the serpent shalt thou trample under foot. 
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“ Because he hath fixed his desire upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him : I will set him on high, because he hath known my name. When 
he calls upon me, I will answer him : I will be with him in trouble, I 
will deliver him, and grant him honour. With length of days will I 
satisfy him, and grant him my salvation.” 

PSALM LXII, 

To THE Chief Musician, an Instruction for the Sons of Ko- 
RAH. —As the hart panteth after brooks of water, so panteth my soul 
after thee, O God! My soul thirsteth for God, for the God of life; 
when shall I go again and be seen before God ? My tears have been my 
food day and night, because my enemies asked me daily. Where is thy 
God ? My soul overfloweth within me when I remember this, how I was 
wont to travel as a pilgrim amidst the multitude, even to the house of God, 
with the voice of joy and thanksgiving, among the festive throng. Why 
art thou cast down, O my soul, and disquieted within me ? Hope thou 
in God, for I shall yet thank him, because of the salvation of his counte¬ 
nance.—O my God! my soul is cast down within me, when I remember 
thee here in the land of Jordan, at Hermon’s mountains, mountains of small 
magnitude. Deep calleth unto deep, thy water-falls roar; all thy waves 
and thy billows have passed over me. Yet in the day time the Lord 
will command his loving-kindness, and in the night his song shall be 
with me ; as also a prayer unto the God of my life. I will say to God, 
My Rock ! why forgettest thou me ? why walk I grieved, oppressed by 
the enemy ? It is as a death in my bones when my opponets reproach 
me, when they continually ask. Where is thy God ? Why art thou cast 
down, O my soul, and why art thou disquieted within me ? Hope thou 
in God ! for I shall yet thank him, the salvation of my countenance an4 
my God. 

PSALM XLIII. 

Judge me, O God! and plead my cause against an ungodly nation; 
deliver me from the deceitful and unjust man. For thou art the God of my 
strength, why forsakest thou me, why must I walk grieved, oppressed by 
the enemy ? Send thou thy light and thy truth; these shall guide me, 
shall bring me unto thy holy mountain and unto thy dwellings. That I 
may go up to the altar of God-^to God, the delight of my rejoicing, and 
thank thee, O God, my God! upon the harp.* Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul; and why art thou disquieted within me ? hope thou in God, 
for I shall yet thank him, the salvation of my countenance, and my God! 

On the last days, say : 

PSALM XII. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Sheminith, a Psalm of David. — 
Save, O Lord ! for the righteous cease, for the faithful diminish from 
among the children of man. Falsely every one speaketh with his neigh- 
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hour, with flattering lips and double heart they speak. Cut off*, O Lord! 
all flattering lips, and the tongue that speaketh proud things. Who have 
said. With our tongue we will be strong, our lips are our own, who is lord 
over us ? Because of the oppression of the poor, and for the sighing 
of the needy, will I now rise,’* saith the Lord, “ I will place him in 
safety, whom the wicked seeks to ensnare.” The words of the Lord 
are pure words, as silver refined in the earth, his furnace, sevenfold 
purified. Thou wilt fulfil these words, O Lord! preserve us from this 
generation for ever. On all sides the wicked move about, whilst the vile 
of men are exalted.

PSALM XCVIII. 

A Psalm. —O sing a new song unto the Lord : for he hath done 
wondrous things : his right hand, and his holy arm have wrought salva¬ 
tion.

It is good to give thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy 
name, O Most High! to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and 
thy faithfulness in the night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and 
upon the psaltery: and with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O 
Lord! hast made me glad with thy wonderful works; I, therefore, will 
triumjph in the works of thy hands. How great, O Lord! are all thy 
works : thy thoughts are exceeding profound. A brutish man knoweth 
it not; neither doth a fool understand this. When the wicked spring up 
like grass, and the workers of iniquity flourish; it is that they may be 
destroyed for ever.

The Lord hath reigned: the Lord reigneth: the Lord 
hath reigned: the Lord shall reign for ever and ever. The Lord is king 
for ever and ever: the heathen have perished out of his land. The Lord 
frustrateth the counsel of the nations: he annihilateth the devices of the 
people. Various are the imaginations in the heart of man; but it is 
the counsel of the Lord alone that shall stand. The counsel of the Lord 
shall stand for ever: and the purposes of his heart to all generations. 
For he spoke, and it was done; he commanded, and it was established* 
For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath desired it for his habitation. 
Because the Lord hath chosen Jacob unto himself, and Israel for his 
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peculiar treasure. For the Lord will not abandon his people, neither 
will he forsake his inheritance. But he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, 
and destroyeth not: yea, he frequently turneth his anger away, and 
awakeneth not all his wrath. Save us, O Lord ! hear us, O King ! when 
we call.” 

“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord!—” Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will I bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall speak 
of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I declare. 
The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually utter, and 
shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and full of com¬ 
passion ; long-suffering, and of great mercy. The Lord is good to all; 
and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall speak of 
the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make known his 
mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of his kingdom. 
Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion subsisteth 
throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, and raiseth 
up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait upon thee, and 
thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest thy hand, and 
satisfiest the desire of every living thing. The Lord is righteous in all 
his ways, and beneficent in all his works. The Lord is near unto all 
those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. He will fulfil 
the desire of those who fear him ; he will also hear their cry, and save 
them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him; but he will destroy 
all the wicked. My mouth shall utter the praise of the Lord: and let all 
flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever. “ As for us, we will bless 
the Lord from henceforth, and for ever.” Hallelujah. 

PSALM CXLVI. 

Praise ye the Lord. Praise the Lord, O my soul 1 I will praise the 
Lord whilst I live. I will sing praises unto my God whilst I exist. Put 
not your trust in princes, in the son of man, in whom there is no salva¬ 
tion. His spirit goeth away, he returneth to his native earth ; in that 
very day his thoughts perish. But happy is he who hath the God of 
Jacob for his help, whose hope is in the Lord his God. Who made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that is therein; who keepeth truth for 
ever, who executeth judgment for the oppressed; and giveth food to the 
hungry. The Lord looseneth the prisoners; the Lord openeth the eyes 
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of the blind: the Lord raiseth those who are bowed down: the Lord 
loveth the righteous. The Lord protecteth strangers; he relieveth the 
fatherless and the widow; but the way of the wicked he overthroweth. 
The.Lord shall reign for ever; thy God, O Zion! unto all generations. 
Hallelujah. 

PSALM CXLVII. 

Praise ye the Lord ; for it is good to sing praises unto our God; for 
such praise is pleasant and agreeable. The Lord doth build up Jenisalem ; 
he will gather together the outcasts of Israel. He it is who healeth the 
broken-hearted, and bindeth up their wounds. He telleth the number of 
the stars; he calleth them all by their names. Great is our Lord, and 
great his power ; his understanding is infinite. The Lord lifteth up 
the meek: he casteth the wicked down to the ground. Sing unto the 
Lord with thanksgiving; sing praises unto our God with the harp; who 
covereth the heavens with clouds, who prepareth rain for the earth, who 
causeth herbage to sprout upon the mountains. He giveth to the beast 
his food; and to the young ravens when they cry. He delighteth not in 
the strength of the horse ; neither taketh he pleasure in the swiftness of 
man. The Lord taketh pleasure in them that fear him, in those that hope 
in his mercy. Praise the Lord, O Jerusalem ! praise thy God, O Zion! 
for he hath strengthened the bars of thy gates; he hath blessed thy children 
in the midst of thee. He also maketh peace in thy border, and filleth 
thee with choice wheat. He sendeth forth his decree upon earth; and 
his word pervadeth quickly. He maketh the snow descend like wool; 
he scattereth the hoar-frost like ashes. He casteth forth his ice like 
morsels; who can withstand his cold?

Praise him ye heavens of heavens, and ye waters that float in the upper 
regions of the sky. Let them praise the name of the Lord ; for he com¬ 
manded, and they were created. He also established them for ever and 
ever: he made a decree which shall not pass away. Praise the Lord from 
the earth, also ye whales, and all the inhabitants of the great abyss. Fire 
and hail, snow and vapours, and the stormy wind, fulfilling his word. 
Ye mountains and all hills, fruitful trees and all cedars. Ye beasts and 
all cattle, creeping things, and winged fowl. Kings of the earth, and all 
people; princes, and judges of the earth. Both young men and maidens, 
old men and children. Let them all praise the name of the Lord; for 
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his name alone is exalted, his glory is over the earth and the heavens. He 
will also exalt the horn of his people, the praise of all his saints ; even of 
the children of Israel, a people near unto him. Hallelujah. 

PSALM CXLIX. 

Praise ye the Lord. Sing unto the Lord a new song, and his praise in 
the congregation of saints. Let Israel rejoice in Iiim who made him; let 
the children of Zion rejoice in their King. Let them praise his name in 
the dance; let them sing praises unto him with the timbrel and harp.

Praise him with the sound of the 
trumpet: praise him with the psaltery and harp. Praise him with the 
timbrel and dance: praise him with stringed instruments and organs. 
Praise him upon the harmonious cymbals: praise him upon the high- 
sounding cymbals. Let every thing that hath breath, praise the Lord. 
Praise ye the Lord. Let every thing that hath breath praise the Lord. 
Hallelujah. 

“ Blessed be the Lord for evermore. Amen, and Amen. Blessed be 
the Lord from out of Zion, who dwelleth at Jerusalem. Hallelujah. 
Blessed be the Lord God, the God of Israel! who alone doeth wondrous 
things. And blessed be his glorious name for ever : and let the whole 
earth be filled with his glory. Amen, and Amen!” 

1 Chron. xxix. 10-14. 

“ And David blessed the Lord before all the congregation: and David 
said. Blessed be thou, O Lord God of Israel, our father, for ever and 
ever. Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, power, glory, victory, and 
majesty: for all that is in the heaven and in the earth, is thine: thine, 0 
Lord, is the kingdom ! and thou art exalted as Supreme above all. Riches 
and honour proceed from thee, and thou hast dominion over all; and in 
thy hand is power and might, and it is in thy power to make great, and 
to give strength unto all. Now, therefore, pur God, we thank thee, and 
praise thy glorious name.” (Nehemiah ix. 5-12.) “And the people 
shall bless thy honoured name, which is exalted above all blessing and 
praise. Thou art Lord alone ; thou hast made the heaven, the heavens 
of heavens, with all their host; the earth, and all things that are thereon; 
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the seas, and all that are therein; and thou preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worship thee. Thou art the Lord, the God, who didst 
choose Abram, and broughtest him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, and 
gavest him the name of Abraham. And didst find his heart faithful be¬ 
fore thee; and madest a covenant with him, to give the land of the 
Canaanites, the Hittites, tlje Amorites, the Perizzites, the Jebusites, and 
the Girgashites, to give it to his seed; and hast performed thy words, for 
thou, O Lord ! art righteous, and didst see the affliction of our fathers in 
Egypt, and heardest their cry by the Red Sea; and displayedst signs and 
wonders on Pharoah, and on all his servants, and on all the people of his 
land: for thou knewest that they dealt proudly against them; and thou 
didst get thee a glorious name, as it is this day. And thou didst divide 
the sea before them, so that they went through the midst of the sea as 
on dry land, and their pursuers didst thou throw into the deep, as a stone 
into the mighty waters.” 

Exodus xiv. 30 ; xv, 19. 

“ Thus the Lord saved Israel on that day out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians : and Israel saw the Egyptians dead upon the shore of the sea. And 
Israel saw that great work which the Lord had done upon the Egyptians; 
and the people feared the Lord, and believed in the Lord, and in Moses, 
his servant.” 

‘‘ Then sang Moses,.and the children of Israel, this sonor unto the Lord, 
and thus did they say ;—I will sing unto the Lord, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously; the horse and his rider hath he thrown into the sea. The 
Lord is my strength and song, and he is become my salvation: he is my 
God, and I will prepare a habitation for him, my father’s God, and I will 
exalt him. The Lord is the invincible warrior: the Lord is his name. 
The chariots and host of Pharaoh hath he cast into the sea: and his chosen 
captains are sunk in the Red Sea. The depths have covered them : they 
sunk down to the bottom as a stone. Thy right hand, O Lord ! is become 
glorious in power: thy right hand, O Lord! hath crushed the enemy. 
And in the greatness of thy excellency hast thou overthrown those who 
rose up against thee: thou didst send forth thy wrath, it consumed them 
as stubble. And with the breath of ihy nostrils the waters were heaped 
together: the floods stood upright as a wall, and the depths were con¬ 
gealed in the heart of the sea. The enemy said, I will pursue, I will 
overtake, I will divide the spoil: my soul shall be glutted with vengeance 
upon them; I will unsheath my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, and the sea covered them : they sunk as 
lead in the mighty waters. Who is like unto thee, O Lord! amongst the 
mighty? Who is like thee, glorious in holiness, tremendous in praises, 
working miracles? Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth 
swallowed them. In thy mercy hast thou led forth the people thou hast 
redeemed : with thy strength hasUthou guided them unto thy holy habi¬ 
tation. The nations hear and tremble: sorrow seizes the inhabitants of 
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Palestine. Then shall the dukes of Edom be troubled ; trembling shall 
take hold of the mighty men of Moab: all the inhabitants of Canaan 
shall become faint-hearted. Fear and dread shall fall upon them; by the 
greatness of thy arm they shall be still as a stone; till thy people pass 
over, O Lord ! till the people pass over, which thou hast purchased. Thou 
shalt bring them and plant them in the mount of thy inheritance; the 
place, O Lord! which thou hast made for thy residence; the sanctuary, 
O Lord! which thy hands have established. The Lord shall reign for 
ever and ever.” 

“ For the kingdom is the Lord’s ; and he governs the nations. And 
deliverers shall go up to mount Zion, to judge the mount of Esau: and 
the kingdom shall be the Lord’s. And the Lord shall be King over all 
the earth: in that day the Lord alone shall be acknowledged, and his 
name shall also be one.” 

The soul of all living shall bless thy name, O Lord, our God! and 
the spirit of all flesh shall continually glorify and extol thy memorial, 
O our King ! for from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God: and 
besides thee, we have no king, redeemer, or saviour, to redeem, de¬ 
liver, answer, and compassionate us in all times of trouble and distress; 
we have no king to aid and support us, but thee only. Thou art God 
of the first, and of the last: the God of all creatures, and the Lord of all 
generations. Who is adored with all manner of praise. Who governeth 
his world with tenderness, and his creatures with mercy. And the Lord 
is ever awake; he slumbereth not, he sleepeth not: he rouseth those 
who sleep, and awakeneth those who slumber: he reviveth the dead, 
healeth the sick, openeth the eyes of the blind, and raiseth up those who 
are bowed down. He causeth the dumb to speak, and revealeth hidden 
things. And therefore unto thee, who art God alone, we render adoration. 

And although our mouth were filled with song as the fulness of the 
sea; and our tongue with hymns as the multitude of its billows; and 
our lips with praise like the wide extent of the firmament; and our eyes 
'with brightness like the sun and moon ; and our hands extended like the 
eagles of heaven; and our feet swift as the hind’s : we should neverthe¬ 
less be incapable of rendering sufficient thanks unto thee, O Lord, our 
God ! or to bless thy name, O our King! for one of the innumerable 
benefits which thou hast conferred on us and our ancestors; or the signs 
and wonders which thou didst perform aforetime. For thou, O Lord 
our God ! didst redeem us from Egypt, and release us from the house of 
bondage; in time of famine didst thou feed us : and in plenty provide for 
us. From the sword thou didst deliver us; from the pestilence thou 
didst save us ; and from many and sore diseases thou didst relieve us. 
Hitherto thy tender mercies have supported us, and thy kindness hath 
not forsaken us : and therefore, the members of which thou hast formed 
us, the living spirit and soul which thou hast breathed into us, and the 
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tongue which thou hast placed in our mouth—behold, they shall con¬ 
tinually thank, bless, praise, glorify, and sing unto thy name, O our 
King ! For every mouth shall adore thee; every tongue praise thee; 
and every eye wait on thee; every knee shall bend unto thee ; and every 
stature shall bow down before thee. Every heart shall fear thee ; and 
the inward part and reins shall sing praise unto thy name ; as it is 
said, “ All my bones shall say, O Lord ! who is like unto thee ? Thou 
deliverest the poor from one of superior strength ; the poor and needy 
from their oppressor.” Thou hearest the cry of the poor, and regardest 
the exclamation of the indigent, and helpest him. And it is written, 
“ Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous, for to the upright praise is 
comely.” 

With the mouth of the upright shalt thou be extolled ; blessed with 
the lips of the righteous ; sanctified with the tongue of the pious ; and 
praised in the midst of saints : 

Even in the congregations of the ten thousands of thy people, the 
house of Israel: for such is the duty of every created being, O Lord, 
our God! and God of our fathers, in thy presence, to thank, praise, 
extol, glorify, exalt, and ascribe glory and victory even beyond all 
the songs and praises of thy servant David the son of Jesse, thy anointed. 
And thus 

Thy name shall be praised for ever : our King ! thou great, holy, and 
sovereign God, in heaven and in earth; for unto thee, O Lord, our God! 
and God of our fathers, appertain for evermore, song and praise; hymn 
and psalm ; strength and dominion; victory, power, and greatness; ado¬ 
ration and glory; holiness and majesty ; blessings and thanksgivings, 
unto thy great and holy name : for from all eternity thou art God. Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord, the King ! great, and adored with praises; the God 
of thanksgivings, the Lord of wonders ; the Creator of all souls, the 
Sovereign of all works ; who findest delight in songs of psalmody ; and 
art the King who livest eternally. Amen. 

Reader. his great name be exalted, and sanctified throughout the 
world which he hath created according to his will; may he establish his 
kingdom, and cause his redemption to spring forth, and hasten the advent 
of his anointed. In your life-time, and in your days, and in the life-time 
of the whole house of Israel: speedily, and in a short time ; and say ye, 
Amen. 

Congregation. —May his great name be blessed, and glorified for ever 
and ever. Reader. —May his hallowed name be praised, glorified, exalted, 
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magnified, honoured, and most excellently adored ; blessed is he, far ex¬ 
ceeding all blessings, hymns, praises, and benedictions, that are repeated 
throughout the world ; and say ye. Amen. 

Reader, —Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed. 

Whilst the Reader says Barchu, the Congregation say in a low voice, 

Praised and glorified shall be the holy name of the Supreme King of 
kings ! blessed is he; for he is the first, and the last, and beside him 
there is no God. Blessed be the name of the Lord, from henceforth, and 
for evermore ; and may it be exalted above every blessing and praise. 

The Congregation say aloud: 

Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed for ever and evermore. 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe, who 
formest the light, and createst darkness ; makest peace, and createst all 
things. All beings shall give thanks unto thee: they all shall praise 
thee: and every one shall declare that there is none holy like the Lord. 
They all shall extol thee, for ever, O thou who formest all things ; O 
God, who daily openest the portals of the gates of the east, and cleavest 
the windows of the firmament: bringest forth the sun from its palace, 
and the moon from the place of its residence : and enlightenest the uni¬ 
verse and all its inhabitants, which thou didst create according to thy 
attribute of mercy. Who with mercy illuminatest the earth, and those 
who dwell therein: and in thy goodness every day constantly renewest 
the works of the creation. How great are thy works, O Lord! in wisdom 
hast thou made them all: the earth is full of thy possessions. Thou art 
the only King to be extolled, praised, glorified, and exalted, ever since 
the creation. O everlasting God ! in thy abundant mercy have compas¬ 
sion on us: O Lord of our strength. Rock of our fortress. Shield of our 
salvation, be thou our defence. There is none to be compared with thee: 
there is none beside thee : there is no other, save thee ; and who is like 
thee ! There is none to be compared with thee, O Lord our God, in this 
world; there is none beside thee, O our King! in the future state. 
There is no other save thee, O our Redeemer! in the days of the 
Messiah : and who will be like thee, O our Saviour ! at the resurrection 
of the dead. 

God, the Lord of all creation, is praised and adored by the mouth of 
every soul: his power and goodness fill the universe, knowledge and 
understanding encircle him. He exalteth himself above the holy crea¬ 
tures, and is reverenced in glory above the assembly of angels. Purity 
and rectitude are before his throne ; kindness and mercy complete his 
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glory. The luminaries which our God created, are good : for he formed 
them with knowledge, understanding, and wisdom : he hath endued them 
with power and might, to bear rule in the world. They are filled with 
splendour and radiate brightness : their splendour is graceful throughout 
the world. They rejoice when going forth, and are glad at their return: 
and with reverential awe perform the will of their Creator. They 
ascribe glory and majesty to his name, joy and song to the commemora¬ 
tion of his kingdom. He called forth the sun, and it rose in resplendent 
light: at his look the moon assumed its varying form. The whole 
heavenly host, the seraphim, ophanim, and holy creatures, ascribe unto 
him praise, glory, and majesty. 


On Sabbath say, 

We will give praise to God who ceased from all his works, and on the 
seventh day exalted himself, and sat on the throne of his glory. With 
honour did he adorn the day of rest, and called the sabbath-day a day of 
delight. This is the song of praise for the seventh day, whereon God 
rested from all his work : and on the sabbath day we will praise and say 
“ A psalm and song for the sabbath-day.” Therefore all whom God hath 
formed shall glorify him: they shall ascribe praise, honour, might, and 
glory unto the King, who hath formed all things: and who causeth his 
people Israel to inherit rest on the holy sabbath. 


On the week days, beg^n: 

Thy name, O Lord, our God! shall be sanctified, and thy memorial, 
O our King! be glorified in the heavens above, and on the earth beneath, 
for all the praiseworthy works of thy hands, and for the bright luminaries 
which thou hast formed: they shall glorify thee for ever. Blessed be 
thou for ever, our Rock, King, and Redeemer! Creator of holy ones. 
Praised shall be thy name for ever, O our King! Creator of officiating 
angels, whose ministers are all established in the highest spheres ; causing 
with reverence and unanimity their voice to be heard, proclaiming the 
dictates of the living God, and eternal Sovereign. They all are lovely, 
pure, mighty, and holy spirits; all performing the will of their master, 
with sacred fear and reverence; all of them opening their mouths in 
holiness, and purity: and with song^nd psalmody, continually blessing, 
praising, glorifying, hallowing, reverencing, and ascribing sovereign 
power unto the name of God ; the great, mighty, and tremendous King! 
who alone is holy. They also, all willingly receive from each other, the 
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yoke of the kingdom of heaven ; and give permission to one another to 
sanctify their Maker, with a tranquil spirit, pure delivery, and sacred 
harmony ; they altogether cry aloud with awful fear, and proclaim with 
reverence, “ Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth is 
full of his glory.” And the ophanim and holy creatures with an impetu¬ 
ous motion upraise themselves towards each other, praising, and saying, 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” 


To the blessed God, all shall offer harmonious songs. To the King, 
the living and ever-existing God, shall they utter hymns, and cause 
praises to be heard, for he alone is high and holy, who worketh mighty 
things, and maketh new ones: he is the Lord of battles ; who soweth 
righteousness, and causeth salvation to spring forth; the Creator of all 
remedies, tremendous in praises, and Lord of wonders ; and who in his 
goodness, every day constantly reneweth the works of the creation: as 
it is said, “ To him who made great luminaries, for his mercy endureth 
for ever:” he hath also set the heavenly lights in order, to gladden the 
world that he hath created. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, the Former of 
the lights. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved us, O Lord, our God ! and with 
exceeding great mercy hast thou compassionated us, O our Father, and 
our King ! for the sake of thy great name, and for the sake of our fathers, 
who trusted in thee, to whom thou didst teach the statutes of life, that 
they might perform thy will with a perfect heart; thus also be gracious 
unto us, we beseech thee, O our Father, who art a merciful Father, con¬ 
tinually showing mercy. O have mercy upon us, and enlighten our 
hearts with understanding, that we may be able to understand, fully com¬ 
prehend, hearken, learn, teach, keep, execute, and accomplish all the 
work of the doctrine of thy law out of love to thee. O enlighten our 
eyes in thy law, and cause us to cleave unto thy precepts ; unite also our 
hearts to love and fear thy name that we be not confounded, nor put to 
shame ; neither may we ever stumble in our duty ; because we have 
trusted in thy holy, great, mighty, and tremendous name: and let us 
rejoice, and be glad in thy salvation. O Lord, our God ! suffer not th^ 
tender mercies and manifold loving-kindnesses ever to forsake us. Selah. 
O hasten, and bring unto us quickly, blessing and peace from the four 
corners of the earth : and break the yoke of the nations from off our 
necks ; and speedily lead us securely to our land: for thou art the God 
who workest salvation ; and hast made choice to us in preference to every 
people and language. And thou, O our King! hast in love brought us 
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near unto thy great name, to praise thee, and proclaim thy unity, and to 
love thy name. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who with love hast chosen 
thy people Israel. 

Deut vi, 4-10. 

Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God! the Lord is one. 

Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever. 

And thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might. And these words which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, 
and when thou walkest by the way; when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy hand, and 
they shall be as frontlets between thy eyes. And thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. 

Deut. xi. 13-22. 

And it shall come to pass, that if ye will hearken diligently unto my 
commandments, which I command you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your heart and with all your soul; then 
will I send rain for your land in its due season, the first rain, and the 
latter rain, that thou mayest gather in thy corn, thy wine, and thy oil. 
And I will give grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou shalt eat and be 
satisfied. Take heed of yourselves, lest your heart be deceived, and ye 
turn aside and serve other gods, and worship them. For then the Lord’s 
wrath will be kindled against you, and he will shut up the heavens, that 
there be no rain, and the land will not yield her fruit, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the goodly land which the Lord giveth you. Therefore, 
shall ye lay up these my words in your heart, and in your soul, and bind 
them for a sign upon your hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
your eyes. And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. That your days 
may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 

Numbers xv. 37, to end. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the border a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
LoVd and do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led

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astray. That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God: I am the Lord your God. 


True and certain! firm and stable; right and faithful; lovely and dear; 
desirable and pleasant; reverent and excellent: regular and acceptable; 
good and beautiful, is this word unto us for ever and ever. It is true, 
that the everlasting God is our King; the Rock of Jacob, and Shield of 
our salvation. He endureth from generation to generation ; his name also 
abideth: his throne is established, and his kingdom and truth endure for 
ever. His words also are living, stable, faithful, and desirable for ever, 
even unto all ages; as well those which he hath spoken concerning our 
fathers, as those concerning us, our children, our generations, and the 
generations of the seed of Israel, thy servants, both the first and the last. 
It is all a good and sure word, spoken in truth and faithfulness, and is a 
statute that shall not pass away. It is true, that thou art the Lord our 
God ! and the God of our fathers ; our King ! and the King of our fathers ; 
our Redeemer ! and the Redeemer of our fathers ; our Rock! and the Rock 
of our salvation. Our Redeemer and Deliverer! this is thy name from 
everlasting ; neither have we any other god beside thee. Selah. 


Thou, O Lord ! hast been the help of our fathers from everlasting: a 
Shield and a Saviour unto them, and their children af\^r them, through¬ 
out all generation^. Thy habitation is in the height of the universe, and 
thy judgments and righteousness extend unto the ends of the earth. True 
it is that the man is happy who hearkeneth unto thy commandments, and 
layeth up thy law and word in his heart. True, that thou art the Lord 
of thy people, and a mighty King to plead their cause, both for the fathers 
and children. True, that thou art the first, and that thou art the last, 
and beside thee we have neither king, redeemer, nor saviour. It is 
true, O Lord, our God! that thou didst redeem us from Egypt, and didst 
deliver us from the house of bondage. All their first-born didst thou slay; 
but Israel thy first-born didst thou redeem: for them didst thou divide 
the Red Sea, but drown the proud; thy beloved people passed through 
the sea, but the waters covered their enemies, so that not one of them 
escaped. For this the beloved people praised and glorified God; and 
the dearly beloved uttered psalms, songs, and praises ; blessings, and 
thanksgivings, unto thee, O King ! the living and eternal God; high and 
exalted, great, mighty, and tremendous; he who casteth down the proud 
to the earth, and exalteth the humble on high; who delivereth prisoners. 
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redeemeth the meek and helpeth the poor; who answereth his people 
Israel, when they cry unto him. Praises be to the most high God, their 
Redeemer; blessed, and ever blessed be he! Moses and the children of 
Israel sang a song unto thee, with great joy, and they said, “ Who is 
like unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty? Who is like thee, glorious 
in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles?” Those that were 
redeemed sang a new song unto thy great name upon the sea-shore, they 
all unanimously praised and acknowledged thy kingly power,* and said, 
“The Lord shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said, “ Our Re¬ 
deemer, the Lord of Hosts! is his name : the Holy one of Israel!” Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord! who hast redeemed Israel. 

AMIDAH. 

“ 0 Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! and God of our fathers ; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty, and 
tremendous God; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things ; who rememberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a redeemer to their children, for the sake of thy 
name. 

O King! Supporter, Saviour, and Shield! Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord ! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save ; who causest the dew to descend. [After the 
Moosaph of the eighth day, say. Who causest the wind to blow, 
and the rain to descend.] Who sustainest the living with beneficence, 
and with great mercy quickenest the dead; supportest the fallen, and 
healest the sick ; thou loosenest those who are in bonds, and wilt accom¬ 
plish thy faith unto those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee, 
O Lord I of mighty acts ? or who can be compared unto thee, who art the 
King who killest, and restorest to life, and causest salvation to spring 
forth ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who revivest the dead. 

In the repetition of the Amidah, the Reader says the Kedusha as follows: 

Read. —We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonious speech 
as used in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy 
praise unto thee ; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; “And 
one cried unto another, and said, 

Cong*.—Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth is full 
of his glory.” 

Read. —-While those angels who are over against them continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong.-^^^ Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi¬ 
dence.” 
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And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong .—“ The Lord shall reign for ever, even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the holy God. 

Thou hast chosen us from all people; thou hast loved and favoured 
us, and exalted us above all nations, and sanctified us with thy command¬ 
ments, and brought us near unto thy service, O our King ! and hast called 
us by thy great and holy name. 

And with love hast thou given us, O Lord our God : [on the sabbath 
SAY, sabbaths for rest, and] solemn days for joy, festivals and seasons 
for gladness: [on sabbath, even this day of rest, and] 

- • • On the first days, say : 

This day of the Feast of Tabernacles, even this goodly day of holy 
convocation, the season of our rejoicing. 

On the last days, say:

A holy convocation in love, a memorial of the departure from Egypt. . 

Our God, and God of our fathers, mayest thou be pleased to grant that 
our memorial, and the memorial of our fathers, the memorial of Jerusalem, 
thy city, and the memorial of the Messiah, the son of David, thy servant, 
and the memorial of all thy people, the house of Israel, may ascend, 
come, approach, be seen, accepted, heard, visited, and remembered for 
the obtaining of a happy deliverance, with favour, grace, and mercy, [on 
THE SABBATH SAY, on this day of rest, and] this day of the Feast of 
Tabernacles: [on the last days, this day of Solemn Assembly:] even 
this goodly day of holy convocation. To have mercy, and to save us 
thereon : O Lord, our God ! remember us thereon for good : visit us 
with a blessing : and save us to enjoy a happy life ; with the word of 
salvation and mercy have compassion, and be gracious unto us. O have 
mercy upon us, spare and save us, for our eyes are continually towards 
thee ; for thou, O God ! art a merciful and gracious King! 

And vouchsafe to bestow on us, O Lord our God ! the blessings of 
thy solemn feasts, with life, joy, and peace; and as thou hast declared to 
accept and bless us, so mayest thou bless us, for ever. O sanctify us 
with thy commandments; and ordain our portion to be in thy law. O 
satisfy us with thy goodness ; rejoicd our souls with thy salvation; and 
purify our heart to serve thee in truth: and cause us, O Lord, our God !

ness, [on sabbath say, sabbaths, and] thy holy festivals: and grant that 
all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may rejoice thereon. Blessed art 
thou, O Lord, our God! who sanctifiest [on sabbath add, the sabbath, 
and] Israel, and the seasons. 

O Lord, our God ! let thy people Israel be acceptable to thee, and have 
regard unto their prayers. Restore the service to the oracle of thy house ; 
so that the burnt-offerings of Israel, and their prayers, may be speedily 
accepted by thee with love and favour; and the worship of thy people 
Israel be ever pleasing unto thee. 

And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, and 
be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at thy return to 
Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who restorest thy divine 
presence unto Zion.

We gratefully acknowledge that 
thou art the Lord, our God! and 
the God of our fathers, for ever¬ 
more. Thou art our Rock; the 
Rock of our life, and the Shield 
of our salvation ; to all generations 
will we render thanks unto thee, 
and recount thy praise, for our 
lives, which are delivered into thy 
hand, and for our souls, which are 
ever in thy keeping; and for thy 
miraculous providence, which we 
daily experience ; and for thy 
wonders, and thy kindness, which 
are at all times exercised towards 
us, at morn, noon, and even. Thou 
alone art good, for thy mercies never 
fail; thou alone art merciful, for 
thy kindness never ceases; for from 
ever have we put our trust in 
thee.

In distress I called on the^Lord, and the Lord answered me with en¬ 
largement.

The Lord is with me, and is my help: I therefore shall see my 
desire on those who hate me. It is better to trust in the Lord, than to 
rely on man.

Then say, Kaddish Tithkabbal. 

Here the Mitzvote are given out, after which say the following Prayer for all the 

Congregation :* 

May he who blessed our ancestors, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, Moses 
and Aaron, David and Solomon; bless all the holy and pure congrega¬ 
tions, both great and small: them, their children, wives, disciples, and 
all belonging to them. May the Supreme King of the universe bless 
and purify them, and hearken to the voice of their supplication: so that 
he may fulfil in them the sentence which is written, “ The Lord God 
of your fathers make you a thousand times as many as ye are, and bless 
ye as he hath promised you.” Which God in his infinite mercy grant; 
and let us say. Amen. 

The Reader then goes to the Ark to take out the Law, and says: 

“ Let thy priests be clothed with righteousness, and thy saints shout 
for joy. For thy servant David’s sake, turn not away the face of thy 
anointed.” 

Blessed be the Lord who hath given the law to his people Israel, 
blessed is he. “ Happy the people who aie thus favoured ! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord!” 

Two Law Books are then taken out, and he says: 

“ O magnify the Lord with me, and let us together extol his name.” 

Congregation say: 

“ Extol ye the Lord our God, and bow down at his footstool, for he is 
holy. Extol ye the Lord our God ! and worship at his holy mount, for 
the Lord our God is holy. There is none holy as the Lord: for there is 
none beside thee: neither is there any Rock like our God. For who is 
God save the Lord? Or who is a Rock beside our God? The law 
which Moses commanded us is the inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob. It is a tree of life to those who lay hold of it; and the supporters 
thereof are happy. Its ways are ways of pleasantness, and all its paths

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are peace. Abundant peace have they who love thy law; and none shall 
obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his people : the Lord 
will bless his people with peace. When I call on the name of the Lord, 
ascribe ye greatness unto our God.” All of ye ascribe power unto God, 
and render honour unto the law. 

The Law is then elevated in such a manner, that the writing may be seen by the 

Congregation, who say: 

“ And this is the law which Moses set before the children of Israel. 
The law which Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the congrega¬ 
tion of Jacob. The way of God is perfect; the word of the Lord is tried : 
he is a buckler to all those who trust in him.” 


THE PORTION FOR THE FIRST DAY. 

Out of the first Law Book, the following Portion is read to five persons, but if it is 

Sabbath, to seven. 

Leviticus xxii. 26, to end of xxiii. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, When a bull, or a sheep, or 
a goat, is brought forth, it shall be seven days under the dam; and from 
the eighth day and thenceforth it shall be accepted for an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord. And whether it be cow, or ewe, ye shall not 
kill it and her young, both in one day. And when ye will offer a sacri¬ 
fice of thanksgiving unto the Lord, offer it that it may be accepted of 
you. On the same day it shall be eaten up, ye shall leave none of it 
until the morrow: I am the Lord. Therefore shall ye keep my com¬ 
mandments, and do them: I am the Lord. Neither shall ye profane 
my holy name, but I will be sanctified among the children of Israel: I 
am the Lord who sanctify you: who brought you out of the land of 
Egypt, to be your God : I am the Lord. | 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, concerning the feasts of the Lord, which ye 
shall proclaim to be holy convocations,—these are my feasts. Six days 
shall work be done; but the seventh day is the sabbath of rest, a holy 
convocation, ye shall do no work thereon: it is the sabbath of the Lord 
in all your dwellings. I [Sabbath 3.] 

These are the feasts of the Lord, the holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. On the fourteenth day of the first month, 
in the afternoon,7 is the Lord’s passover to be slain. And on the fifteenth 
day of the same month, is the feast of unleavened bread unto the Lord : 
seven days ye must eat unleavened bread. On the first day ye shall 
have a holy convocation : ye shall do no servile work thereon. But ye 


7 Heb., Between the evenings. 
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shall offer an offering made by fire unto the Lord seven days: on the 
seventh day is a holy convocation, ye shall do no servile work thereon. | 
[Sabbath 4.] 


And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. When ye have come into the land which I give 
unto you, and shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye shall bring an omer 
full of the first fruits of your harvest unto the priest. And he shall wave 
the omer before the Lord, to be accepted for you : on the morrow after 
the holy day, the priest shall wave it. And ye shall offer on that day, 
when ye wave the omer, a he-lamb without blemish, of the first year, 
for a burnt-offering unto the Lord. And the meat-offering thereof shall 
be two tenth-parts of fine flour mingled with oil, an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord, for a sweet savour; and the drink-offering thereof 
shall be of wine, the fourth part of a hin. And ye shall eat neither 
bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears, until the self-same day that ye 
have brought the offering unto your God : it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, in all your dwellings. ^ [Sabbath 5.] 

And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the holy day, 
from the day that ye brought the omer of the wave-offering; seven com¬ 
plete sabbaths they shall be. Even unto the morrow after the seventh 
week shall ye number fifty days, and ye shall offer a new meat-offering 
unto the Lord. Ye shall bring from your habitations two wave-loaves, 
of two tenth-parts : they shall be of fine flour, they shall be baked leaven, 
they are the first fruits unto the Lord. And ye shall offer with the 
bread seven lambs without blemish, of the first year, and one young bull 
and two rams: they shall be for a burnt-offering unto the Lord: with 
their meat-offering, and their drink-offerings, even an offering made by 
fire of a sweet savour unto the Lord. And ye shall sacrifice one kid of 
the goats for a sin-offering, and two lambs of the first year for a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings. And the priest shall wave them, with the bread of 
the first fruits, for a wave-offering before the Lord, with the two lambs : 
they shall be holy to the Lord for the priest. And ye shall proclaim on 
the self-same day, that it may be a holy convocation unto you; ye shall 
do no servile work thereon: it shall be a statute for ever in all your 
dwellings throughout your generations. And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not make clean riddance of the corners of thy 
field, when thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather any gleaning of thy 
harvest; thou shalt leave them unto the poor, and to the stranger: I am 
the Lord your God. | [Sabbath 6.] 
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And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying. In the seventh month, on the first day of the month, shall 
ye have a sabbath, a memorial of sounding the cornet, a holy convocation. 
Ye shall do no servile work thereon: but ye shall offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord. 


And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, Also, on the tenth day of 
this seventh month, there shall be a day of atonement, it shall be a holy 
convocation unto you, and ye shall fast* and offer an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord. And ye shall do no work on that same day: for it 
is a day of atonement, to make an atonement for you before the Lord 
your God. For whatsoever soul it be that shall not fast* on that same 
day, he shall be cut off from among his people. And whatsoever soul 
it be that doth any work on that same day, the same soul will I destroy 
from among his people. Ye shall do no manner of work: it shall be a 
statute for ever throughout your generations, in all your dwellings. It 
shall be unto you a sabbath of rest, and ye shall fast,'’ on the ninth day of 
the month at even ye shall begin: from even unto even shall ye celebrate 
your sabbath.* I [Sabbath 7.] 


And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying. The fifteenth day of this seventh month, shall be the 
feast of tabernacles for seven days unto the Lord. On the first day shall 
be a holy convocation: ye shall do no servile work thereon. Seven days 
ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto the Lord: on the eighth day 
shall be a holy convocation unto you, and ye shall offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord; it is a solemn assembly,** and ye shall do no 
servile work thereon. These are the feasts of the Lord, which ye shall 
proclaim to be holy convocations, to offer an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord, a burnt-offering, and a meat-offering, a sacrifice, and drink- 
offerings, every thing upon its day; beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all your vows, and beside all your 
free-will offerings, which" ye give unto the Lord. Also on the fifteenth 
day of the seventh month, when ye have gathered in the fruit of the 
land, ye shall keep a feast unto the Lord seven days; on the first day 
shall be a sabbath, and on the eighth day shall be a sabbath. And ye 
shall take unto you, on the first day, the fruit of the tree hadar, branches 
of palm trees, and the boughs of the myrtle tree, and willows of the

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brook; and ye shall rejoice before the Lord your God seven days. And 

ye shall keep it a feast unto the Lord seven days in the year: it shall be 

a statute for ever unto your generations, ye shall celebrate it in the 

seventh month. Ye shall dwell in booths seven days; all that are Israelites 

born shall dwell in booths. That your generations may know that I 

made the children of Israel to dwell in booths, when I brought them out 

of the land of Egypt: I am the Lord your God. And Moses declared 

unto the children of Israel the feasts of the Lord.

In the second, the following Portion is read to the Maphtere. 

Numbers xiix. 12-17. 

And on the fifteenth day of the seventh month, ye shall have a holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile work, and ye shall keep a feast unto 
the Lord seven days. And ye shall offer a bumt-offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord, thirteen young bulls, two 
rams, and fourteen lambs of the first year, they shall be without blemish. 
And their meat-offering shall be of flour mingled with oil, three tenth- 
parts unto every bull of the thirteen bulls, two tenth-parts to each ram of 
the two rams, and a several tenth-part to each lamb of the fourteen lambs. 
And one kid of the goats for a sin-offering, beside the continual burnt- 
offering, its meat-offering, and its drink-offering. 

Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla.

Zachariah xiv. 

Behold, a day cometh unto the Lord, when thy spoil shall be divided 
within thee.

defiled ; and half of the city shall go into captivity; and the residue of 
the people shall not be cut off from the city. And the Lord will then 
go forth and fight against these nations, as when he fought in the day of 
battle. And his feet will stand on that day upon the Mount of Olives, 
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which is before Jerusalem on the east: and the Mount of Olives shall be 
rent from the midst thereof, eastward and westward : so that there shall 
be a very great valley ;® and half of the mountain shall remove northward 
and half thereof southward. And ye shall flee to the^ valley of the 
mountains: for the valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal: ye 
shall even flee, as ye fled before the earthquake in the days of Uzziah 
king of Judah: and thou, O Lord, my God! wilt come, and all the saints 
with thee. And it shall come to pass, on that day, there shall not be 
the light of the bright sun, nor the pale cold light of the moon. But it shall 
be a peculiar day, which is known unto the Lord—not day nor night: 
but it shall come to pass, that at even-tide it shall be light. And it shall 
come to pass on that day, that living waters shall go out from Jerusalem ; 
half of them toward the eastern sea, and half of them toward the western 
sea: in summer and in winter shall it be. And the Lord shall be King 
over all the earth: on that day the Lord alone shall be acknowledged,^ 
and his name shall also be one. And the whole land shall be changed 
into a plain, from Geba to Rimmon, south of Jerusalem: and she shall 
be exalted, and shall be inhabited in her place, from the gate of Benjamin, 
to the place of the former gate, even unto the corner gate; and from the 
tower of Hananale unto the king’s wine presses. And men shall dwell 
therein, and there shall be no more utter destruction ; but Jerusalem 
shall be inhabited in security. And this shall be the plague with which 
he will smite all the nations who warred against Jerusalem. Their flesh 
shall consume away while they stand on their feet; and their eyes shall 
consume away in their sockets ; and their tongue shall consume away in 
their mouths. And it shall come to pass on that day, that a great des¬ 
truction from the Lord shall be among them; and they shall lay hold 
every one on the hand of his neighbour, but his hand shall rise up against 
the hand of his neighbour. And Judah also shall fight against Jerusalem: 
and the wealth of all the nations round about shall be gathered together, 
gold, and silver, and apparel, in great abundance. And in like manner 
shall be the plague of the horse, of the mule, of the camel, and of the ass, 
and of every beast which shall be in those camps ; even according to this 
plague. And it shall come to pass, that every one who is left among 
all the nations, which came against Jerusalem, shall go up from year to 
year to Worship the King, the Lord of Hosts, and to celebrate the feast 
of Tabernacles. And it shall come to pass, that whoever will not go up, 
of the families of the earth, unto Jerusalem, to worship the King, the 
Lord of Hosts, even ^upon them shall be no rain.'^ But if the family of

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Egypt go not up, and come not, and though they need* not rain, yet 
upon them shall be the plague with which the Lord will smite the warring 
nations; if they go not up to celebrate the feast of Tabernacles. This 
shall be the punishment of Egypt: and the punishment of all the nations 
who go not up to celebrate the feast of Tabernacles. In that day shall 
there be on the bells of the horses, HOLY TO THE LORD. And it 
shall come to pass, that the potsk in the house of the Lord shall be as the 
bowls before the altar. And it shall come to pass, that every pot in 
Jerusalem and in Judah shall be holy unto the Lord of Hosts: and all 
who sacrifice shall come, and shall take of them, and seethe therein: 
and there shall be no more a Canaanite* in the house of the Lord of 
Hosts on that day. 

“ Our Redeemer, the Lord of Hosts is his name, the Holy One of 
Israel.’’ 


After the Haphtorah, he says the following:

We beseech thee to remember our father* who in the inheritance of the 
land added one portiom to Joseph; who hoped to make one company 
escape,* and gathered his children together to receive the kingdom of 
heaven with one accord. Save us^ &c. We beseech thee, to remember 
him* who caused us to hear, amidst thunder and lightning, two precepts 
in one:** and who caused us to inherit one law, and one judgment: 
save us on the first day of the celebration of the festival. 

Read, and Cong. —Save us now ! O save us ! 

O God ! I thirst for thy salvation; I will address my prayer unto thee; 

“ Rejoice the soul of thy servant.” O thou who art most mighty and 

glorious, be thou our salvation. “ And make us rejoice according to the 
days wherein ihou hast afflicted us; the years in which we have seen 
evil.” O appoint walls'" and bulwarks for the salvation of the exiled 
and solitary people : “ Then shall Mount Zion rejoice, and the daughters 
of Judah be glad.” Hasten thy abundant help again, to those who

“ Then shall all those who hope in thee rejoice, they shall ever shout 
for joy.” O cause those who invoke thy name to return to the dwelling 
of repose “Then shall they obtain joy and gladness; sorrow and 
sighing shall flee away.” They shall rejoice in thy salvation, with songs 
of deliverance in their mouth: “Let Israel rejoice in him who made 
him: let the children of Zion exult in their King.”

Read, and Cong. —O thou, who art the same eternally, save us, we 
beseech thee. (Repeated.) 

As thou didst save those who were commanded to be thrown into the 
river; and by thy powerful glory enlighten them in the midst of thick 
darkness: thus also, O God! who dwellest in heaven, do thou at present 
prepare a redemption for thy people: and as we praise thee on this first 
day, so save us, we beseech thee. Read, and Cong.—O thou^ &c. As

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thou didst save thy peculiar people, when in the wilderness one standard 
fronted the other: and with the principal festival season didst much 
enrich those who were redeemed in the month Abib: even those who 
are expressly called the peculiar people, who thus carry round thy law: 
and as we praise thee on this first day, so save us, we beseech thee. 
Read, and Cong. — O thou^ &c. 

O thou, who art the Saviour of those who trust in thee, save my faithful 
ones, the people who seek thy law, who are the posterity of the patri¬ 
archs : “ And for this will I now praise the Lord.” O accept their cry 
favourably, have regard, we beseech thee, to their prayer, on the first 
application: be the powerful support of the people, whom thou didst 
redeem from transgression on the Day of Atonement; and who are con¬ 
tinually praising and proclaiming. There is none holy as the Lord; 
“ For which, I will now praise the Lord.” 

As thou didst save thy congregation aforetime, so save thy people and 
bless thy inheritance: and as we praise thee on this first day, so save us, 
we beseech thee. 

Read, and Cong. —O thou, who art the same eternally, save us, we 
beseech thee. (Repeated.) 

The Law is then returned to the Ark, and they say ; 

As it is written, “ O save thy people, and bless thy heritage: and 
guide, and exalt them for ever.” And it is said, “ And let these my 
words, wherewith I have^made supplication before the Lord, be nigh unto 
the Lord our God day and night, that he maintain the cause of his 
servant, and the cause of his people Israel in their daily necessities. 
That all the people of the earth may know that the Lord is God, and 
that there is none else. This book of the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth; but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all that is written therein: for then 
shalt thou make thy way prosperous, and then shalt thou be successful. 
Have not I commanded thee ? Behold, I have commanded thee, be 
strong and of good courage, be not terrified, neither be thou dismayed: 
for the Lord thy God is with thee, whithersoever thou goest.” 0 
return unto thy dwelling, and reside in thy temple; for every mouth 
and tongue shall ascribe honour and glory to thy kingdom. “ And when 
the ark rested, he said. Restore tranquillity to the many thousands of 
Israel. Cause thou us, O Lord ! to return unto thee, and we will return: 
renew our days as of old.” 

Then say, Kaddish Tithkabbal, before the Ark. 

-All Israel are entitled to a portion of future happiness: for it is said, 
“ And thy people shall all be righteous; for ever shall they inherit the 
land; the scion of my planting, the work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified.” Rabbi Judah said. Happy is he, whose labour is the medita¬ 
tion of the law, thereby doing that which is pleasing to Him who formed 
him; he in life enjoys a good name, and also departs out of this world 
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with a good repute: of such, did Solomon in his wisdom say, “ A good 
name is better than precious ointment! and the day of death than the 
day of one’s birth. Learn much law, and great reward will be bestowed 
on thee. But know that the reward of the righteous is only to be be¬ 
stowed in the future state. 

Rabbi Chananya, the son of Akashya, saith, that the Holy Blessed 
One, being pleased to make Israel worthy of enjoying happiness, had 
enlarged the law with many precepts; as it is said, “ The Lord was 
pleased for his own righteousness’ sake, to magnify the law, and make 
it honourable.” 

TThere is none like our God: there is none like our Lord: there is none 
like our King: there is none like our Saviour. Who is like our God? 
Who is like our Lord? Who is like our King? Who is like our 
Saviour? We will give thanks unto our God: we will give thanks unto 
our Lord: we will give thanks unto our King: we will give thanks unto 
our Saviour. Blessed be our God: blessed be our Lord: blessed be our 
King: blessed be our Saviour. Thou art our God ! Thou art our Lord! 
Thou art our King! Thou art our Saviour! Thou wilt save us ; “ Thou 
wilt arise, and have mercy on Zion ; for the time to favour her, yea, the 
appointed time, approaches.” 

It was taught in the college of Eliyahu, that whosoever studied the 
traditions daily,* * might be assured of enjoying a happy future state. * * 

Rabbi Elazar and Rabbi Chanina, say, that the wise men promote 
peace in the world : as it is said, “ And all thy children shall be taught 

of the Lord : and great shall be the peace of thy children.” * * * *

It is peculiarly our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness 
to him who formed the world in the beginning; since he hath not made 
us like the nations of the different countries, nor placed us like other 
families of the earth; neither hath he appointed our portion like theirs, 
nor our lot like their multitude, who worship vanity and emptiness, and 
make supplication to a god who cannot save. But we prostrate ourselves 
before the Supreme King of kings ! the holy and blessed One ! who 
stretched out the heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth: the 
residence of whose glory is in the heavens above, and the Divine Majesty 
of whose power is in the highest heavens. He is our God, and there is 
no other. Our King is truth, and there is none besides him: as it is 
written in the law, “ Know, therefore, this day, and reflect in thy heart 
that the Lord he is God, in heaven above, and on the earth beneath; there 
is none else.” 


O Lord of the universe, who reigned before any thing formed was 
created. At the time that all was finished according to his pleasure, 
then was his name proclaimed King. And after all things shall have 
ceased to exist, he alone will reign tremendous. For he ever was, is 
now, and will eternally exist in glory. And he is One, nor is there a 
second to be compared, or associated with him. Without beginning, 
and without end, and to whom alone appertain power and dominion. 
Without comparison, without similitude ; without change or mutability. 
Without conjunction, without division of parts: great is his power and 
might. He is my God, and my living Redeemer, and the Rock of my 
portion in the day of distress. He also is my Standard, and my Refuge; 
the portion of my cup when I call. Into his hands do I commit my 
spirit, when I sleep, and when I awake. And with my spirit, my body 
also: for the Lord is for me, and I will not fear.

PSALM LXXXIV. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Gittith ; a Psalm for the Sons of 
Korah. —How lovely are thy tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts ! My soul 
desireth, yea, it longeth for the courts of the Lord; my heart and my lip 
join in signing the praises of the living God, Even the sparrow hath 
found a house, and the swallow a nest for herself, where she may lay her 
young in thy altars, O Lord of Hosts ! my King, and my God ! Happy 
are they that dwell in thy house, continually they will praise thee. 
Selah. Happy the man whose strong confidence is in thee ; and those 
whose hearts are inclined to the paths which lead to thy service. Who 
passing through the valley of mulberries make a well; the rain also filleth 
the pools. They go from host to host, all of them appearing before 
God in Zion. O Lord God of Hosts! hear my prayer: give ear, O God 
of Jacob. Selah. Thou art our shield, O God! behold ! and look upon 
the face of thy anointed. For a day in thy courts is better than a 
thousand elsewhere. I would rather choose to sit at the threshold of the 
house of my God, than to dwell in the tents of wickedness. For the 
Lord God is a sun and shield. The Lord will give grace and glory to 
those who walk uprightly, and will not withhold any good from them, 
O Lord of Hosts 1 blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 

Numb, xxviii. 1-9. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread for my sacrifices con¬ 
sumed by fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto them. This is the offering made by 
fire which ye shall offer unto the Lord: two lambs of the first year 
without, blemish, every day, for a continual burnt-offering. The one 
lamb shall thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shall thou offer 
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at even. And the tenth part of an ephah of fine flour for a meat-oflfering', 
mingled with the fourth part of a hin of beaten oil. It is a continual 
burnt-offering which was ordained in Mount Sinai, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the 
Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the meat-offering 
of the morning, and as the drink-offering thereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 


Then say the order of Incense, page 23, till, “And may the offering,” &c. After which 

continue: 

And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto the 
Lord as in ancient days, and as in former years.’’ 

“ Happy are they that dwell in thy house; they will be continually 
praising thee. Selah. Happy the people who are thus! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord !”— Psalm cxlv. David’s Psalm of 
Praise. I will extol thee, my God, O King! and I will bless thy name 
for ever and ever. Every day will I bless thee, and I will praise thy 
name for ever and ever. The Lord is great, and exalted in praise, and 
his greatness is unsearchable. One generation shall praise thy works to 
another, and shall declare thy mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. And men shall 
speak of the might of thy tremendous acts; and thy greatness will I 
declare. The memorial of thy abundant goodness shall they perpetually 
utter, and shall sing of thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, and 
full of compassion; long-suffering, and of great mercy. The Lord is 
good to all; and his mercies are over all his works. All thy works shall 
praise thee, O Lord! and thy pious servants shall bless thee. They shall 
speak of the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power. To make 
known his mighty acts to the sons of men, and the glorious majesty of 
^his kingdom. Thy kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion 
subsisteth throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all who fall, 
and raiseth up all those who are bowed down. The eyes of all wait 
upon thee, and thou givest them their food in due season. Thou openest 
thy hand, and satisfiest the desire of every living thing. The Lord is 
righteous in all his ways, and beneficent in all his works. The Lord is 
near unto all those who call upon him, to all who call upon him in truth. 
He will fulfil the desire of those who fear him; he will also hear their* 
cry, and save them. The Lord preserveth all those who love him; but 
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he will destroy all the wicked. My mouth shall utter the praise of the 
Lord: and let all flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever. “As for 
us, we will bless the Lord from henceforth, and for ever. Hallelujah.” 

“ And the redeemer shall come unto Zion, and to those in Jacob, who 
turn from transgression, saith the Lord. As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord, my spirit which is upon thee, and my words 
which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart from thy mouth, nor 
from the mouth of thy children, nor from the mouth of their offspring, 
saith the Lord, from henceforth, for ever. But thou art holy, O thou 
who dwellest amidst the praises of Israel. And one angel cried unto 
another, and said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole 
earth is full of his glory.” Andh they received the word from each 
other, and said. Holy in the highest heaven, the exalted temple of his 
divine presence: holy, upon earth, the work of his mighty power: holy, 
eternally, for ever and ever. He is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth 
is full of the splendour of his glory. “ Then the spirit lifted me up, and 
I heard a voice rushing forth with great impetuosity behind me, saying. 
Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his residence.” Then the spirit 
took me up, and I heard behind me an impetuous voice of those who 
praised, and said. Blessed be the glory of the Lord, from the place of the 
temple of his divine presence! “The Lord shall reign for ever and 
ever.” The kingdom of the Lord is established for ever and ever. “ O 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, our fathers, preserve this for 
ever, to form the inward thoughts of thy people, and prepare their hearts 
to serve thee. And he being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth 
not; yea, he frequently turneih away his anger, and awakeneth not all 
his wrath. For thou, O Lord ! art good, and ready to forgive, and of 
abundant mercy unto all who call upon thee. Thy righteousness is 
everlasting righteousness, and thy law is truth. Thou wilt accomplish 
the truth unto Jacob, and the mercy unto Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old. Blessed be the Lord, who 
daily loadeth us with benefits ; for he is the God of our salvation, for 
ever. The Lord of Hosts is with us: the God of Jacob is refuge unto 
us. Selah. O Lord of Hosts! blessed is the man who trusteth in thee. 
Save us, O Lord: answer us, O King ! when we call on thee.” Blessed 
be our God! who hath created us for his glory, and separated us from 
those who go astray, and hath given us the law of truth, and planted 
eternal life within us. May he open our hearts to the reception of his 
law, and firmly fix his love and fear in our hearts, that we may perform^ 
his will, and serve him with an upright heart; so that we may not labour 
in vain, nor bring forth unto trouble. May it be acceptable in thy presence,

The Law is then taken out of the Ark, and they say, “O magnify the Lord with 
me,” &c. And the Reader reads a chapter belonging to the section of the ensuing 
week to three persons; after which they say : 

PSALM XCH. 

A Psalm and Song for the Sabbath Day.— It is good to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy name, O Most High! 
to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the 
night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and upon the psaltery: and 
with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O Lord! hast made me 
glad with thy wonderful works! I, therefore, will triumph in the works 
of thy hands. How great, O Lord ! are all thy works : thy thoughts are 
exceeding profound. A brutish man knoweth it not: neither doth a fool 
understand this. When the wicked spring up like grass, and the workers 
of iniquity flourish ; it is that they may be destroyed for ever. But thou, 
O Lord! art exalted for evermore. For lo! thy enemies, O Lord! for 
lo ! thy enemies shall perish : all the workers of iniquity shall be scattered. 
But thou shalt exalt my horn, like the horn of a Reem: I shall be 
anointed with fresh oil. My eyes shall also see the end of my enemies; 
and my ears shall hear it of the wicked, who rise up against me. The 
righteous shall flourish like the palm-tree; he shall grow like the cedar 
on Lebanon. They shall be planted in the house of the Lord: in the 
courts of our God shall they flourish. They shall still bring forth fruit 
in old age : they shall be fat and flourishing. To show that the Lord is 
upright: he is my Rock, and there is no unrighteousness in him. 
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• 

Whilst the Law is returning to the Ark, the following is said: 

Let them praise the name of the Lord; for his name alone is exalted: 
his glory is above the earth and the heavens. He will also exalt the 
horn of his people, praise for all his saints; even for the children of 
Israel, a people near unto him. Hallelujah ! the Lord he is God ! The 
Lord he is God! in the heaven above, and upon the earth beneath; there 
is none else. There is none like unto thee among the gods, O Lord! 
neither is there any thing equal unto thy works.” 

When the Law is returned into the Ark, say: 

O return unto thy dwelling, and reside in thy temple; for every mouth 
and tongue shall ascribe honour and glory to thy kingdom. “ And when 
the ark rested, he said. Restore tranquillity to the many thousands of 
Israel. Cause thou us, O Lord ! to return unto thee, and we will return, 
renew our days as of old.”] 

Next say, Kaddish Le-ayla. 

Then say the Amidah, and Kaddish Tithkabbal. After which say, Psalm xlii. xliiL 
page 4., then say Kaddish Yehay Shelahmah, and " It is peculiarly our duty.” 


THE SECOND NIGHT OF SUCCOTH. 

The Service is the same as on the first Night; and if it should happen to be the con¬ 
clusion of the Sabbath, say, “ And thou hast made known,” &c. page 9. 

THE SECOND DAY OF SUCCOTH. 

The Service is the same as on the first; they take out two Books of the Law : in the 
first the Portion of the preceding Day is read to five Persons; and in the second the 
Maphtere of the same also: after which, say the following: 

HAPHTORAH FOR THE SECOND DAY. 

1 King viii. 2-22. 

And all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto king Solomon at 
the feast, in the month Ethanim, which is the seventh month. And all 
the elders of Israel came, and the priests took up the ark. And they 
brought up the ark of the Lord, and the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that were in the tabernacle, even those did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. And king Solomon, and all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel that were assembled unto him walked with him before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep, and oxen, that could not be told nor numbered 
for multitude. And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant of 
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the Lord unto its place, into the oracle of the house to the most holy 
place, even under the wings of the cherubim. For the cherubim spread 
forth their two wings over the place of the ark, and the cherubim covered 
the ark, and the staves thereof above. And they drew out the staves,* 
that the ends of the staves were seen out in the holy place before the 
oracle, and they were not seen without; and there they are unto this day. 
There was nothing in the ark save the two tables of stone, which Moses 
put there at Horeb, when^ ihe Lord made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of the land of Egypt. And it came to pass, 
when the priests had come out of the holy place, that the cloud filled the 
house of the Lord, so that the priests could not stand to minister, because 
of the cloud; for the glory of the Lord had filled the house of the Lord. 
Then spoke Solomon, The Lord said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. I have built thee a house to dwell in, a settled place for thee 
to abide in for ever. And the king turned his face about, and blessed 
all the congregation of Israel: and all the congregation of Israel stood. 
And he said, Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, who spoke with his 
mouth unto David my father, and hath with his hand fulfilled it, saying. 
Since the day that I brought forth my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to build a house that my name might 
be therein ; but I chose David to be over my people Israel. And it was 
in the heart of David my father, to build a house for the name of the 
Lord God of Israel. And the Lord said unto David my father. Whereas 
it was in thy heart to build a house unto my name, thou didst well that 
it was in thy heart. Nevertheless, thou shalt not build the house, but 
thy son, that shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build the house 
unto my name. And the Lord hath performed his word that he spoke, 
and I have risen up in the room of David my father, and sit on the 
throne of Israel, as the Lord promised, and have built a house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein is the covenant of the Lord, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out of the land of Egypt. 

Then say, “ Our Redeemer,” the blessings for Haphtorah, blessings for Government 
and Congregation, “ Let thy mercy,” ‘‘ Happy,” &c. as on the first day. After which, 
return the Laws to the Ark, and say the Moosaph. Then say the following Hoshaana.

first pair: save us, we beseech thee, on the celebration of the second day 
of the festival. O remember, we beseech thee, the father who in Bethel 
built two altars; and in the trial went forth with his two young men; 
and whom thou didst call twice from heaven. Save t/s, &c. O re¬ 
member, we beseech thee, the son who twice made his father’s howels

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yearn by his expressions ;® on whom thou didst graciously bestow two 
nations, and two manner of people ; one of whom he blessed, saying 
twice. Be lord over thy brethren. Save us^ &c. O remember the 
younger, who inherited a double portion; who made savoury meat of 
two kids : who with his staff alone passed over Jordan, and afterwards 
became possessed of two companies. Save us, &;c. We beseech thee, 
who caused us to hear the law by means of the two shepherds who 
didst cause us to inherit the ten commandments, written on two tables: 
and who didst cause two witnesses® to give ear, and bear testimony 
against us; save us, on the celebration of the second day of the 
festival. 

Read, and Cong .—Save us now ! O save us! 

O Lord! thou art my God: I will seek thee early, from the land of 
my captivity and dispersion: “I lift up my eyes to the hills ? whence 
should my help come ?”

day, so save us now. 

Read, and Cong. —O thou who art the same eternally, save us, we 
beseech thee. (Repeated.) 

A nation afflicted with abundant dread siipplicateth the presence of her 
Lord, and twice goeth round the altar in the house of her God with one 
accord ; testifying that it is good often to serve thee. O thou who art 
good, accept our supplicatious of us: strengthen us with thy hand, and 
after two days revive us, and on the third raise us up, O thou God, from 
whom nothing is hidden; help the people who testify that it is good 
often to serve thee. 

As thou hast saved thy congregation aforetime, so save thy people, and 
bless thy heritage: and as we praise thee this second day, so save us 
now. 

Read, and Cong.^0 thou who art the same eternally, save us, we 
beseech thee. (Repeated.) 

The Law is then returned to the Ark, and they say: 

As it is written, O save thy people, and bless thy heritage: and 
guide, and exalt them for ever.” And it is said, ‘‘ And let these my 
words, wherewith I have made supplication before the Lord, be nigh unto

With everlasting love hast thou loved the house of Israel thy people: 
a law, commandments, statutes and judgments hast thou taught us: we 
therefore, O Lord, our God! when we lie down, and when we rise up, 
will talk of thy statutes: we will be glad, and rejoice in the instructive 
words of thy law, and in thy commandments, and statutes, for ever and 
ever: for they are our life, and the prolongation of our days: in them 
will we meditate day and night: and may thy love never depart from us. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who lovest thy people Israel. 

Deut. vi. 4-10. 

Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God ! the Lord is one. [Blessed be the 
name of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.] And thou shalt 
' love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might. And these words which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, and 
when thou walkest by the way; when thou Rest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thy eyes. And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. 

DeuU xi. 13-22. 

And it shall come to pass, that if ye will hearken diligently unto my 
commandments, which I command you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your heart and with all your soul; then 
will I send rain for your land in its due season, the first rain, and the 
latter rain, that thou mayest gather in thy corn, thy wine, and thy oil. 
And I will give grass in thy field for thy cattle, and thou shalt eat and be 
satisfied. Take heed of yourselves, lest your heart be deceived, and ye 
turn aside and serve other gods, and worship them. For then the Lord’s 
wrath will be kindled against you, and he will shut up the heavens, that 
there be no rain, and the land will not yield her fruit, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the goodly land which the Lord giveth you. Therefore, 
shall ye lay up these my words in your heart, and in your soul, and bind 
them for a sign upon your hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
your eyes. And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou Rest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. That your days 
may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 

Numbers xv. 37, to end. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
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garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the border a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
Lord and do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led 
astray. That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you, out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God : I am the Lord your God. 


Immutably true and firmly established, is all this with us, that he is 
the Lord our God; and there is none beside him; and we, Israel, are his 
people. He hath redeemed us from the power of kings, and is our King 
who hath delivered us from the grasp of the violent: the God who hath 
avenged us of our adversaries, and dealt out a recompense to the enemies 
of our souls. He hath appointed our soul to life, and hath not suffered 
our feet to slip. He hath caused us to tread on the high places of our 
enemies, and exalted our horn above those who liate us. He is the God ! 
who avenged us of Pharaoh, by signs and miracles, wrought in the land 
of the children of Ham. In his wrath he slew all the first-born of Egypt, 
and brought out his people Israel from among them, unto perpetual 
freedom. He caused his children to pass between the divisions of the 
Red Sea, and sunk their enemies and pursuers in the depths. His 
children saw his might: they praised and gave thanks to his name, and 
willingly submitted to his dominion. Moses, and the children of Israel, 
sang a song unto thee, with great joy : and they all said,r “ Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty ? Who is like unto thee, glorious 
in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles?” Upon the sea, 
O Lord, our God! thy children beheld thy majesty: they all unanimously 
praised, and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said,* “ The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said,* “ For the Lord hath 
redeemed Jacob, and ransomed him from a hand too strong for him.” 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who hast redeemed Israel. 

Cause us to lie down, O our Father! in peace; and raise us up, 0 our 
King! to a happy and peaceful life. O spread thy pavilion of peace 
over us, and direct us with good counsel from thy presence ! and save us 
speedily, for the sake of thy name. O shield us, and remove from us 
the stroke of the enemy; the pestilence, sword, affliction, evil, famine, 
sorrow, destruction, and plague. O crush and remove the adversary 
from before and behind us, and shelter us under the shadow of thy wings.

Blessed 
art thou, O Lord, the King! great, and adored with praises; the God of 
thanksgivings, the Lord of wonders ; the Creator of all souls, the Sove¬ 
reign of all works; who findest delight in songs of psalmody; and art 
the King who livest eternally. Amen. 

Then say, Kaddish Le-ayla. 

Read. —Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed. 

Whilst the Reader says Barchu, the Congregation say in a low voice: 

Praised and glorified shall be the holy name of the Supreme King of 
kings! blessed is he; for he is the first, and the last, and beside him 
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there is no God. Blessed be the name of the Lord, from henceforth, and 
for evermore; and may it be exalted above every blessing and praise.

who with mercy enlighteneth the whole earth and tI)ose who dwell 
therein; and in his goodness every day constantly reneweth the work of 
the creation. How great are thy works, O Lord ! in wisdom hast thou 
made them all; the earth is full of thy possessions. Thou art the only 
King, who is extolled, praised, glorified, and exalted, ever since the 
creation. Everlasting God ! in the abundance of thy mercy have com¬ 
passion on us ; O Lord of our strength. Rock of our fortress. Shield of our 
salvation ! be thou a defence for us. 


The blessed God is great in knowledge; he hath made and established 
the radiance of the sun; he who is good hath formed that which is for 
the glory of his name; he hath encircled with luminaries the seat of his 
strength ; chief? of holy bands extolling the Almighty, continually declare 
the glory of God and his holiness. Blessed be thou, O Lord, our God! 
in the heavens above, and in the earth beneath, for all the praiseworthy 
works of thy hands, and for the bright luminaries which thou hast formed : 
they shall glorify thee for ever. Blessed be thou for ever, our Rock, 
King, and Redeemer! Creator of holy ones. Praised shall be thy name 
for ever, O our King! Creator of officiating angels, whose ministers are 
all established in the highest spheres : causing with reverence and unan¬ 
imity iheir voice to be heard, proclaiming the dictates of the living God, 
and eternal Sovereign. They all are lovely, pure, mighty, and holy 
spirits; all performing the will of their Master, with sacred fear and 
reverence; all of them opening their mouths in holiness, and purity; and 
with song and psalmody, continually blessing, praising, glorifying, hallow¬ 
ing, reverencing, and ascribing sovereign power unto the name of God; 
the great, mighty, and tremendous King! who alone is holy. They 
also, all willingly receive from each other, the yoke of the kingdom of 
heaven; and give permission" to one another, to sanctify their Maker 


Isaiah vi. 3. 
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with a tranquil spirit, pure delivery, and sacred harmony ; they altogether 
cry aloud with awful fear, and proclaim with reverence,^ “ Holy, holy, 
holy, is the Lord of Hosts! the whole earth is full of his glory.” And 
the ophanim, and holy creatures, with an impetuous motion upraise 
themselves towards each other, praising, and saying,^ “ Blessed be the 
glory of the Lord from his residence.” 

To the blessed God, all shall offer harmonious songs. To the King, 
the living and ever-existing God, shall they utter hymns, and cause 
praises to be heard, for he alone is high and holy, who worketh mighty 
things, and maketh new ones: he is the Lord of battles ; who soweth 
righteousness, and causeth salvation to spring forth : the Creator of all 
remedies, tremendous in praises, and Lord of wonders ; and who in his 
goodness every day constantly reneweth the works of the creation: as 
it is said,* “ To him who made great luminaries, for his mercy endureth 
for ever:” he hath also set the heavenly lights in order, to gladden the 
world that he hath created. Blessed art thou, O Lord, the Former of 
the lights. 

With everlasting love hast thou loved us, O Lord, our God! and with 
exceeding great mercy hast thou compassionated us, O our Father, and 
our King! for the sake of thy great name, and for the sake of our fathers, 
who trusted in thee, to whom thou didst teach the statutes of life, that 
they might perform thy will with a perfect heart; thus also be gracious 
unto us, we beseech thee, O our Father, who art a merciful Father, con¬ 
tinually showing mercy. O have mercy upon us, and enlighten our hearts 
with understanding, that we may be able to understand, fully comprehend, 
hearken, learn, teach, keep, execute, and accomplish all the work of the 
doctrine of thy law out of love to thee. O enlighten our eyes in thy law, 
and cause us to cleave unto thy precepts ; unite also our hearts to love 
and fear thy name that we be not confounded, nor put to shame ; neither 
may we ever stumble in our duty, because we have trusted in thy holy, 
great, mighty, and tremendous name: and let us rejoice, and be glad in 
thy salvation. O Lord, our God! suffer not thy tender mercies and 
manifold loving-kindnesses ever to forsake us. Selah. O hasten, and 
bring unto us quickly blessing and peace from the four comers of the 
earth: and break the yoke of the nations from off our necks; and speedily 
lead us securely to our land : for thou art the God who workest salvation; 
and hast made choice of us in preference to every people and langqj^q. 
And thou, O our King ! hast in love brought us near unto thy g^reat 
name, to praise thee, and proclaim thy unity, and to love thy namf;( 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! who with love hast chosen thy people Israel.

And these words which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thy heart. And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt speak of them when thou sittest in thy house, and 
when thou walkest by the way ; when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up.

And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of them 
when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon thy gates. That your days 
may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 

Numb. XV. 37, to end. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them to make themselves fringes in the borders of their 
garments, throughout their generations, and that they put upon the fringes 
of the borders a thread of blue. And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember all the commandments of the 
Lord and do them; and that ye seek not after the inclinations of your 
heart, and the delight of your eyes, in pursuit of which ye have been led 
astray.^ That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be 
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holy unto your God. I am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, to be your God : I am the Lord your God. 

True and certain! firm and stable; right and faithful; lovely and dear; 
desirable and pleasant; reverent and excellent: regular and acceptable; 
good and beautiful, is this word unto us for ever and ever. It is true, 
that the everlasting God is our King; the Rock of Jacob and Shield of 
our salvation. He endureth from generation to generation ; his name also 
abideth: his throne is established, and his kingdom and truth endure for 
ever. His words also are living, stable, faithful, and desirable for ever, 
even unto all ages; as well those which he hath spoken concerning our 
fathers, as those concerning us, our children, our generations, and the 
generations of the seed of Israel, thy servants, both the first and the last. 
It is all a good and sure word, spoken in truth and faithfulness, and is a 
statute that shall not pass away. It is true, that thou art the Lord our 
God ! and the God of our fathers ; our King! and the King of our fathers ; 
our Redeemer ! and the Redeemer of our fathers ; our Rock! and the Rock 
of our salvation. Our Redeemer and Deliverer! this is thy name from 
everlasting ; neither have we any other god beside thee. Selah. 

Thou, O Lord ! hast been the help of our fathers from everlasting: a 
Shield and a Saviour unto them, and their children after them, through¬ 
out all generations. Thy habitation is in the height of the universe, and 
thy judgments and righteousness extend unto the ends of the earth. True 
it is that the man is happy who hearkeneth unto thy commandments, and 
layeth up thy law and word in his heart. True, that thou art the Lord 
of thy people, and a mighty King to plead their cause, both for the fathers 
and children. True, that thou art the first, and that thou art the last, 
and beside thee we have neither king, redeemer, nor saviour. It is 
true, O Lord, our God ! that thou didst redeem us from Egypt, and didst 
deliver us from the house of bondage. All their first-born didst thou slay ; 
but Israel thy first-born didst thou redeem: for them didst thou divide 
the Red Sea, but drown the proud; thy beloved people passed through 
the sea, but the waters covered their enemies, so that not one of them 
escaped. For this the beloved people praised and glorified God; and 
the dearly beloved uttered psalms, songs, and praises ; blessings, and 
thanksgivings, unto thee, O King! the living and eternal God; high and 
exalted, great, mighty, and tremendous; he who casteth down the proud 
to the earth, and exalteth the humble on high; who delivereth prisoners, , 
redeemeth the meek and helpeth the poor; who answereth his people 
Israel, when they cry unto him. Praises be to the most high God, their 
Redeemer; blessed, and ever blessed be he! Moses and the children of

MORNING SERVICE FOR THE MIDDLE DAYS. 


Israel sang a song unto fhee, with great joy, and they said, “ Who is 
like unto thee, O Lord! among the mighty? Who is like thee, glorious 
in holiness, tremendous in praises, working miracles?” Those that were 
redeemed sang a new song unto thy great name upon the sea-shore, they 
all unanimously praised and acknowledged thy kingly power, and said. 

The Lord shall reign for ever and ever.” And it is said, “ Our Re¬ 
deemer, the Lord of Hosts! is hi? name : the Holy one of Israel!” Bless¬ 
ed art thou, O Lord! who hast redeemed Israel. 

AMIDAH. 

“ O Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! and God of our fathers; God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob; the great, almighty, and 
tremendous God; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious favours, 
possessor of all things ; who remeinberest the piety of the patriarchs, and 
who wilt in love send a redeemer to their children, for the sake of thy 
name. 

O King! Supporter, Saviour, and Shield! Blessed art thou, O Lord ! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord ! art mighty for ever ; it is thou who revivest the dead, 
and art mighty to save; who causest the dew to descend; who sustainest 
the living with beneficence, and with great mercy quickenest the dead, 
supportest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou loosenest those who are 
in bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto those who sleep in the 
dust. Who is like unto thee, 0 Lord! of mighty acts ? or who can be 
compared unto thee, who art the King who killest, and restorest to life, 
and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord I 
who revivest the dead. 

In the repetition of the Amidah, the Reader then says the Kedusha, as follows: 

Read. —We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonious speech, 
as used in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy 
praise unto thee ; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; And 
one cried unto another, and said, 

CSong*.—Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth is 
full of his glory.” 

Read. —While those angels who are over against them continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong .—“ Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi¬ 
dence.” 

And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong*.—“ The Lord shall reign for ever, even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 

Thou art holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily. 
Selah. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! the holy God. 
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Thoii graciously endowest mankind with knowledge, and teachest 
prudence unto mortal man. 

On the night after the holy day or Sabbath, add the following: 

[Thou hast graciously endowed us, O Lord, our God ! with knowledge 
and understanding: and hast ordained a distinction between the sacred 
and the profane; between light and darkness; between Israel and other 
nations: and between the seventh day and the six days of labour. And, 
as thou hast separated us from the people of other countries, and the 
families of the earth: so redeem, and deliver us from the evil adversary, 
evil occurrence, and from all severe and hurtful decrees, which may 
agitate the world.] 

Till here. 

Be, therefore, graciously pleased to grant us knowledge, wisdom and 
understanding. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who graciously bestowest 
knowledge. 

O our Father! we beseech thee, cause us to turn to the observance of 
thy law; and draw us near, O qur King! unto thy service : and cause us 
to return to thy presence, by a perfect repentance. Blessed art thou, O 
Lord! who delightest in penitence. 

Forgive us, we beseech thee, O our Father! for we have sinned : and 
pardon us, O our King! for wc have transgressed; for thou, O God ! art 
good, and ready to forgive. Blessed art thou, O most gracious Lord! 
who dost abundantly pardon. 

O look unto our afflictions, we beseech thee, and plead our cause ; 
hasten also to redeem us with a perfect redemption: for thou, O God! 
art a mighty Redeemer. Blessed art thou, O Lord! the Redeemer of 

Israel. 

Heal us, we beseech thee, O Lord! and we shall be healed; save us, 
and we shall be saved ; for thou art our praise ; we beseech thee to restore 
pur health, and grant a perfect cure unto all our diseases, pains, and 
wounds : for thou, O God ! art a merciful and faithful Physician. Blessed 
art thou, O Lord 1 who healest the diseases of thy people Israel. 

Bless us, O our Father, in all the works of our hands, and bless our 
year with the dews of thy favour, blessing, and beneficence; and may it 
close with life, plenty, and peace, like the good years which were for a 
blessing: for thou, O God! art good and beneficent: and blessest the 
years. Blessed art thou, O Lord, who blessest the years. 

O sound the great cornety as a signal for our freedom : and lift up thy 
banner to collect our captives, and gather u« speedily together from the 

y Alluding to Isaiah xxvii. 13., and Zechariah ix. 14. 
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four corners of the earth, unto our own land. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who gatherest together the outcasts of thy people Israel. 

O restore our judges as aforetime, and our counsellors as at the 
beginning; and remove from us sorrow and sighing: and speedily, 
O Lord ! reign thou alone over us, in mercy, righteousness, and Justice. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord! the King, who lovest righteousness and 
justice.! 

Let slanderers have no hope, and all presumptuous apostates perish as 
in a moment: and may thy enemies, and those who hate thee, be 
suddenly cut off; and all those who act wickedly be suddenly broken, 
consumed, and rooted out: and humble thou them speedily in our days. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who destroyest the enemies, and humblest 
the proud. 

Upon the just, the pious, and the residue of thy people, the house 
of Israel, the remnant of their scribes, the proselytes of justice, and upon 
us, let thy mercy be moved, beseech thee, O Lord, our God! and 
bestow a good reward unto all those who faithfully put their trust in thy 
name, and grant that our portion may be with them ; and that we may 
never be put to shame, for in thee we trust; and on thy unbounded 
mercy we truly rely. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who art the Support 
and Confidence of the just. 

O dwell in the midst of Jerusalem, thy city, as thou hast spoken, and 
speedily establish therein the throne of David. O build it speedily in 
our days, a structure of everlasting fame. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who buildest Jerusalem. 

O cause the offspring of thy servant David speedily to flourish, and 
let his horn be exalted in thy salvation; for we daily hope in thy 
salvation. Blessed art thou, O Lord! who causest to grow the horn of 
salvation. 

Hear our voice, O Lord, our God! most merciful Father, have com¬ 
passion and mercy upon us, and accept our prayers with mercy and 
favour; for thou art God, who hearkenest to prayers and supplications. 
Dismiss us not empty from thy presence, O our King! but be gracious 
unto us; hear, and answer our prayers, for thou hearest the prayers of 
every mouth. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who hearkenest to prayer. 

O Lord, our God! let thy people Israel be acceptable to thee, and have 
regard unto their prayers. Restore the service to the oracle of thy house ;

O grant us peace, happiness, and blessing, with life, grace, favour, 
charity, and mercy, unto us, and all thy people Israel: and bless us, 
even all of us together, O our Father! in the light of thy countenance;

The voice of the Lord breaketh in 
pieces the cedars; yea, the Lord shivers the cedars of Lebanon. He 
also maketh them skip like a calf; the mountains of Lebanon and Shiryon, 
like a young Reem. The voice of the Lord splitteth flames of fire. 
The voice of the Lord shaketh the wilderness; the Lord shaketh the 
wilderness of Kadesh. The voice of the Lord causeth the wild deer to 
start, and maketh bare the forests; and in his temple every thing speaks 
of his glory.

O come in peace, thou who art the crown of thy husband; also with 
joy and gladness, in the midst of the faithful of the beloved people. 
Come, O bride! Come, O bride ! 

In the midst of the faithful of the beloved people, Come, O bride ! 
Sabbath ! thou queen of rest. 

Rabbi Elazar, and Rabbi Chaninah, say, that the wise men promote 
peace in the world: as it is said, ‘‘ And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord; and great shall be the peace of thy children.” * * * * 

* * “ May there be peace within thy wall, and prosperity within thy 

palaces. For the sake of my brethren and friends, I will now say. Peace 
be within thee. For the sake of the house of the Lord, our God, will I 
seek thy good. And thou shalt see thy children’s children, and peace on 
Israel. Abundant peace have they who love thy law, and none shall 
obstruct them. The Lord will give strength unto his people: the Lord 
will bless his people with peace.” 

Then say, Kaddish Derabbanan. 

PSALM XCIL 

A Psalm and Song for the Sabbath Day. —It is good to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto thy name, O Most High! 
to declare thy loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the 
night. Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and upon the psaltery: and 
with the sweet sound of the harp. For thou, O Lord! hast made me 
glad with thy wonderful works! I, therefore, will triumph in the works 
of thy hands. How great, O Lord! are all thy works : thy thoughts are 
exceeding profoundr A brutish man knoweth it not: neither doth a fool 
understand this. When the wicked spring up like grass, and the workers 
of iniquity flourish ; it is that they may be destroyed for ever. But thou, 
O Lord! art exalted for evermore. For la! thy enemies, O Lord! for 
lo ! thy enemies shall perish : all the workers of iniquity shall be scattered.

To 
have mercy, and to save us thereon: O Lord, our God ! remember 
us thereon for good : visit us with a blessing: and save us to enjoy a 
happy life ; with the word of salvation and mercy have compassion, 
and be gracious unto us. O have mercy upon us, spare and save us, for 
our eyes are continually towards thee ; for thou, O God ! art a merciful 
and gracious King! 

And through thy abundant mercy, deign thou to regard us kindly, and 
be favourable unto us, and cause our eyes to behold thee at thy return to 
Zion with mercy. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! who restorest thy divine 
presence unto Zion. 

We gratefully acknowledge that thou art the Lord, our God! and 
the God of our fathers, for evermore. Thou art our Rock; the Rock of 
our life, and the Shield of our salvation ; to all generations will we render

Is the same as on the first day of the feast, only omitting Psalms 42 and 43. Then 

say the Amidah as follows: 

“ O Lord ! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.’’ 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God, and God of our fathers! the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob; the great God, 
mighty and tremendous; the Most High God, who bestowest gracious 
favours, possessor of all things; who rememberest the piety of the 
patriarchs, and wilt in love send a redeemer to their children, for the 
sake of thy name. 

O King, Supporter, Saviour, and Shield. Blessed art thou, O Lord ! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, O Lord ! art mighty for ever; it is thou who revives! the dead, 
and art mighty to save ; who causes! the dew to descend; who sustainest 
the living with beneficence, and with great mercy quickenest the dead, sup- 
portest the fallen, and healest the sick; thou loosenest those who are in 
bonds, and wilt accomplish thy faith unto those who sleep in the dust. 
Who is like unto thee, O Lord of mighty acts ? or who can be compared 
unto thee, who art the King who killest and restores! to life ; and causes! 
salvation to spring forth ? 

Thou art also faithful to revive the dead. Blessed art thou, O Lord! 
who reviveth the dead. 

In the repetition of the Amidah, the Header then says the Kedusha, as follows: 

—We will sanctify and reverence thee, with harmonious speech, 
as used in the assembly of the holy seraphim, who thrice rehearse a holy 
praise unto thee ; for thus it is written by the hand of thy prophet; ** And 
one cried unto another, and said, 

Cong. —Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of Hosts ! the whole earth is 
full of his glory.” 

Read. —While those angels who are over against them continue 
praising, and say, 

Cong. —“ Blessed is the glory of the Lord from the place of his resi¬ 
dence.” 

Read. —And in thy holy word it is written, saying, 

Cong. —“ The Lord shall reign for ever, even thy God, O Zion, unto 
all generations. Hallelujah.” 
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Thou an holy, and thy name is holy, and the saints praise thee daily 
Selah. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord the holy God. 

Moses rejoices at the lot assigned him, for thou didst call him a faithfijj 
servant, and set a glorious crown on his head, when he stood before thee 
on Mount Sinai. The two tables of stone he brought down in his hand, 
on which was written the commandment for the observance of the sabbath; 
and thus it is written in thy law “ And the children of Israel shall keep 
the sabbath, observing the sabbath, throughout their generations, for a 
perpetual covenant. It is a sign between me and the children of Israel 
for ever; for in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, and on the 
seventh day be rested, and was refreshed.” But thou, 0 Lord, our God 1 
didst not bestow it upon the other nations of the earth ; neither didst thou, 

0 our King 1 make it the heritage of those who worship idols. The 
uncircumcised also shall not inhabit its repose; because in love thou hast 
bestowed it upon thy people Israel; even the seed of "Jacob, whom thou 
hast chosen. They who observe the sabbath, and call it a delight: the 
people who sanctify the seventh day, shall rejoice in thy kingdom; they 
shall all be satisfied, and delighted with thy goodness ; for thou wast 
pleased with, and didst sanctify the seventh day; the most desirable of 
days didst thou call it. 

Our God, and God of our fathers ! accept, we beseech thee, our day of 
rest. 0 sanctify us with thy commandments: and ordain our portion to 
be in thy law. O satisfy us with thy goodness: rejoice our souls with 
thy salvation; and purify our hearts to serve thee in truth: and cause 
us, 0 Lord, our God ! to inherit thy holy sabbath, with love and delight: 
and grant that all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may have rest thereon. 
Blessed art thou, O Lordl who sanclifiest the sabbath.

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To have mercy and to save us thereon, 0 Lord, our God! remem¬ 
ber us thereon for good : visit us with a blessing : and save us to enjoy a 
happy life: with the word of salvation and mercy, have compassion, and 
be gracious unto us. O have mercy upon us, spare and save us, for our 
eyes are continually towards thee : for thou, O God ! art a merciful and 
gracious King.

PORTION FOR THE SABBATH OF THE

Exodus xxxiii. 12—xxxiv. 27. 

And Moses said unto the Lord, See, lliou sayest unto me, Bring up 
this people; but thou hast not let me know whom thou wilt send with 
me ; yet, thou hast said, I have chosen thee by name, and thou hast also 
found grace in my sight; now therefore, I pray thee, if I have found 
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grace in thy sight, show me now thy way, that I may know thee, that I 
may find^grace in thy sight: and consider tliat this nation is thy people. 
And he said. My presence shall go with thee, and I will give thee rest* 
And he said unto him, If thy presence go not with me, carry us not up 
hence. For wherein shall it be known here, that I and thy people have 
found grace in thy sight ? Is it not in that thou goest with us ? So shall 
we be separated, I and thy people, from all the nations that are upon the 
face of the earth. |) 

And the Lord said unto Moses, I will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken : for thou hast found grace in my sight, and I know thee by name. 
And he said, I beseech thee, show me thy glory. And he said, I will 
make all my goodness pass before thee, and 1 will proclaim the name of 
the Lord before thee ; and will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, 
and will show mercy on whom I will show mercy. | And he said, 
Thou canst not see my face: for no man can see me and live. And the 
Lord said, Behold there is a place by me, and thou shalt stand upon a 
rock. And it shall come to pass, while my glory passeth by, that I will 
put thee in a cleft of the rock; and will cover thee with my hand while I 
pass by. And I will take away my hand, and thou shalt see my back 
parts ; but my face shall not be seen. $ 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first: and I will write upon these tables the words that were on 
the first tables which thou didst break. And be ready in the morning, 
and come up in the morning unto mount Sinai, and present thyself there 
to me, on the top of the mount. And no man shall come up with thee, 
neither let any man be seen throughout all the mount: neither let the 
flocks nor herds feed before the mount. |) And Moses hewed two 
tables of stone, like unto the first; and he rose up early in the morning, 
and went up unto mount Sinai, as the Lord had commanded him, and 
took in his hand the two tables of stone. And the Lord descended in 
the cloud, and stood with him there, and proclaimed the name of the 
Lord. And the Lord passed by before him, and proclaimed. The Lord 
is the immutable, eternal Being, an omnipotent God, merciful and gracious, 
long-suffering, and abundant in beneficence and truth. Keeping mercy 
even unto the thousandth generation, forgiving iniquity, transgression, 
and sin, and acquitting, but who will not clear the guilty; visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children, and upon the children’s children, 
unto the third and to the fourth generation. And Moses made haste, and 
bowed his head toward the earth, and worshipped. And he said. If now 
I have found grace in thy sight, O Lord, let my Lord, I pray thee, go 
amongst us, although it is a stiffnecked people; and pardon thou our 
iniquity, and our sin, and take us for thy heritage. | 
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And he said, Behold, I will make a covenant: before all thy people 
will I perform wonders, such as have not existed in all the earth, nor in 
any nation: and all the people amongst whom thou art shall see the work 
of the Lord: for it is a terrible thing that I will do with thee. Observe 
thou that which I command thee this day: behold, I will drive out before 
thee the Amarite, and the Canaanite, and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, 
and the Hivite, and the Jebusite. Take heed to thyself, lest Jhou make 
a covenant with the inhabitants of the land whither thou goest, lest it be 
for a snare in the midst of thee: but ye shall destroy their altars, break 
their images, and cut down their groves. For thou shalt worship no 
other god: for the Lord, whose name is Watchful, is a watchful God. Make 
thou then no covenant with the inhabitants of the land, lest that if they 
go astray themselves after their gods, and do sacrifice unto their gods, 
they call thee, and thou eafof the sacrifice of any one of them. And lest 
thou take of their daughters unto thy sons; and when their daughters go 
astray after their gods, they make thy sons go astray after their gods. 
Thou shalt make thee no molten gods. The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep : seven days shalt thou eat unleavened bread, as I com¬ 
manded thee in the time of the month Abib: for in the month Abib thou 
earnest out from Egypt. All that openeth the womb is mine: and every 
firstling among thy cattle, whether ox or sheep that is male. But the 
firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb : and if thou redeem 
it not, then shalt thou break its neck. All the first-born of thy sons 
shalt thou redeem: and none shall approach my presence empty. Six 
days shalt thou work: but on the seventh day thou shalt rest; even in 
ploughing time and in harvest shalt thou rest. And thou shalt observe 
the feast of weeks, of the first-fruits of wheat-harvest, and the feast of 
ingathering at the year’s endJ Thrice in the year shall all thy male 
children appear before the Lord, the Lord God of Israel. For I will 
cast out the nations before thee, and enlarge thy borders; neither shall 
any man desire thy land, when thou shalt go up to appear before the 
Lord thy God, thrice in the year. Thou shalt not offer the blood of my 
sacrifice with leaven; neither shall the sacrifice of the feast of passover 
be left unto the morning. The first of the first-fruits of thy land shalt 
thou bring unto the house of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not seethe 
a kid in its mother’s milk. 


Then say Kaddish Le-ayla; and in the second^they read the portion of the offering 
of the day, and say Kaddish Le-ayla; and he who reads the portion from the prophets 
says the blessing.

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THE HAPHTORAH FOR THE SABBATH OF 
THE MIDDLE DAYS. 

Ezekiel xxxviii. 18—xxxix. 17. 

And it shall come to pass on that day, when Gog shall come up against 
the land of Israel, saith the Lord God, that my fury shall rise up in my 
face. For in my jealousy and in my wrath have I spoken: surely on 
that day there shall be a great trembling in the land of Israel; for the 
fishes of the sea, the fowls of heaven, the beasts of the field, all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth, and all the men that are upon the face 
of the earth, shall tremble at my presence; and the mountains shall be 
thrown down, the steep places™ shall fall, and every wall shall fall to the 
ground. And I will call for a sword against him throughout all my 
mountains, saith the Lord God : every man’s sword shall be against his 
brother. And I will execute judgment upon him with pestilence and 
blood, and I will rain upon him and his bands, and upon the many 
nations that are with him, an overflowing rain, and great hailstones, lire 
and brimstone. And I will exalt and magnify myself, and I will be 
manifested in the sight of many nations, and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. Therefore, thou son of man, prophesy against Gog, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal. And I will turn thee back, and smite 
thee with six plagues, and will cause thee to come up from the north 
parts, and will bring thee upon the mountains of Israel. And I will 
smite thy bow out of thy left hand, and will cause thy arrows to drop 
out of thy right hand. Upon the mountains of Israel shalt thou fall, 
thou, and dl thy bands, and the nations which are with thee; for I have 
given thee to the ravenous birds of the air, and to the beasts of the field, 
for food. Upon the open field shalt thou fall, for I have spoken it, saith 
the Lord God. And I will send forth a fire against Magog, and among 
those who dwell securely in the isles, and they shall know that I am the 
Lord. And I will make my holy name known in the midst of my 
people Israel, and I will not suffer my holy name to be profaned any 
more; for the nations shall know that I am the Lord, the Holy One in 
Israel. Behold it is come, and is done, saith the Lord; this is the day 
whereof I have spoken. And the inhabitants of the cities of Israel shall 
go forth, and shall set on fire, and burn the armour, even the shields and 
bucklers, the bows and arrows, the spears and javelins, and they shall 
make fire of them seven years: so that they shall take no wood out of 
the field, nor cut down any out of the forests; for they shall burn the 
weapons for fuel, and they shall spoil those who spoiled them, and prey 
on those who preyed on them, saith the Lord God. And it shall come 
to pass on that day, that I will give unto Gog a burial place there in 


» Or, Towers. 
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Israel, the valley of passengers, on the east of the sea; for it shall stop 
the nostrils of the passengers: and there shall they bury Gog and all 
his multitude, and they shall call it the valley of Hamon Gog.n And 
seven months shall the house of Israel be burying them, that they 
may cleanse the land; yea, all the people of the land shall bury them, 
and it shall be a renown to them, on the day that I shall be glorified, 
saith the Lord God. And they shall appoint men continually to pass 
through the land, to bury with the passengers those that remain above 
ground, to cleanse it: after the end of seven months shall they search. 
And the passengers who pass through the land, when they see a man’s 
bone, then shall they set up a sign by it, till the buriers have buried it in 
the valley of Hamon Gog. And the name of the city also shall be 
Hamonah ; thus shall they cleanse the land. 

Then say the blessing after the Haphtorah, after which the Reader says the blessings 
for the government and the congregation, and they say “ Happy are they,” &c., and 
return the Laws to the Ark. Then say Kaddish Le-ayla and the Amidah of Moosaph, 
the same as on the festival, only omitting goodly. Then the Ark is opened, but the 
Law is not taken out, and they say the following Hoshaana: . 

Read, and Cong. —Save tjs now ! O save its ! 

For thy sake, O our God ! 

For thy sake, O our Creator! 

For thy sake, O our Redeemer! 

For thy sake, O thou who wilt seek for us ! 

For thy sake, who art most mighty! 

For thy sake, who createst the wind, and formest the mountains! 

For thy sake, who art great in counsel; who castest down, and exaltest! 

For thy sake, who speakest righteousness, and declarest rectitude! 

For thy sake, who knowest, and art witness, although a man should 
hide himself in the most secret places ! 

For thy sake, who art one in mind, and whom no one can turn from 
his purpose with words! 

For thy sake, who art pure, and clear; and art pure to the pure! 

For thy sake, who searchest every hidden thing, and investigatest all 
privacies! 

For thy sake, O thou whose right hand hath spanned the heavens, and 
who hast formed the luminaries! 

For thy sake, who foundest the earth, and splittest the rocks into 
rivers I 

For thy sake, who art mighty in power, and glorified with the Urim ! 

For thy sake, O thou, whose years have no end from generation to 
generation! 


Hamon Gog, denotes the multitude of Gog. 
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Read, and Cong. —Save us now ! O save us! 

A people, which are preserved as the apple of the eye, study the con¬ 
stitutions of the sabbath; learn the law which quieteth the soul; explain 
the outgoings of the sabbath; appoint two thousand cubits for the bounds 
of sabbath; break bread with two loaves on the sabbath; observe the 
precept of remember and keep the sabbath ; reason with application on 
the constitutions of the sabbath; taste three meals on the sabbath; with 
rectitude have arranged the seven blessings for the sabbath ; include song, 
psalm, and praise, on the sabbath; to praise thy name is their desire on 
the sabbath; despise every vain pleasure on the sabbath-day; admonish 
their community not to profane the sabbath-day ; bear a heavy yoke for 
the sake of the sabbath-day; arrange a psalm and song for the sabbath- 
day ; open their hand to those who unite in keeping the sabbath; remove 
mourning and weeping far from them on the sabbath; withdraw their 
hand from merchandizing on the sabbath: study the written and the oral 
law on the sabbath; observe the sanctified delight of the sabbath; so 
mayest thou continually cause them to inherit the future world, which is 
to be one entire sabbath. 

Read, and Cong. —Save us now! O save us ! 

O God! who art greatly reverenced in the congregation of the saints, 
unto thee do we sing “ A psalm or song for the sabbath.” 0 thou 
Creator of the fruit of the lips, who dost hide thyself in thy secret pavilion: 
“ It therefore is good to give thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises 
unto thy name, O Most High !” Thou, O Lord 1 art great, and exalted 
in praise; the Rock, who art wonderful in works: “To declare thy 
loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness in the night.” O 
thou, who speakest righteousness, and declarest rectitude; who wast 
praised in the gate of Nikanor,® “Upon the ten-stringed instrument, and 
upon the psaltery; and with a solemn sound upon the harp.” Show 
me, O Lord ! thy way, and I will diligently teach others thy righteous¬ 
ness : “ For thou, O Lord 1 hast made me glad with thy wonderful works ;

As thou didst save those who were thrust 
out,*! and didst make them thy peculiar people ; and with thy beloved didst 
dwell and overshadow him, and didst preserve him as the apple of the 
eye: so save those who break forth unto thee with joyful songs, sweet 
tunes, prayer, and supplications; and as we praise thee this sabbath-day, 
so save us, we beseech thee.

We are come to acknowledge the Unity of thy name, O God! this 
day, with praise and thanksgiving; although we cannot praise thee, with

O return unto thy dwelling, and reside in 
thy temple; for every mouth and tongue shall ascribe honour and glory 
to thy kingdom. “And when the ark rested, he said. Restore tran¬ 
quillity to the many thousands of Israel.

A perfect 
repose in which thou delightest: that thy children may know and under¬ 
stand that their day of rest is from thee; and for their rest may sanctify 
thy name. 

Our God, and God of our fathers ! accept, we beseech thee, our day of 
rest. O sanctify us with thy commandments, and ordain our portion to 
be in thy law. O satisfy us with thy goodness, rejoice our souls with 
thy salvation, and purify our hearts to serve thee in truth; and cause us, 
O Lord, our God ! to inherit thy holy sabbath with love and delight; and 
grant that all Israel, who sanctify thy name, may have rest thereon. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord, who sanctifiest the sabbath. 

After which finish the Amidah, and say Kaddish Tithkabhal, Psalm xliii, Kaddish 
Yehay Shelahmah, and “ It is peculiarly our duty,” &c.

O satisfy thy beloved people with thy goodness, and extend thy glory 
over them : then will I declare thy goodness amidst the people that thou 
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hast saved. Cause Zion to be filled with this people, that there we may 
pray unto thee; and we will praise thee this seventh day; O save us 
now. Read, and Cong. —O save us now, we beseech thee. O cause 
thy army to inherit the walls and the ramparts; may their adversaries be 
humbled low, and cause my salvation to spring forth. Establish my 
congregation, and I will teach mankind thy goodness, and sing praise to 
thy name; and we will praise thee this seventh day; O save us now.

As thou didst save 
and help those who were wounded, and didst gird thyself with armour 
to judge those who ill-used me; so save the scattered residue, who carry 
round thy law, bearing the lulab, which resembles the spine: and as we 
praise thee this seventh day, so save us now. Read, and Cong. — 
O thou who art the same^ &c. As thou didst save those who were 
bound in chains, who groaned with anguish; whom thou didst load with 
spoil,^ sinking those who endeavoured to sink me : so save those who in 
their encampments, in the time of the constellation Libra, perform their 
circuits with the myrtle, which resembles the eyes: and as we praise 
thee this seventh day, so save us now. Read, and Cong. — O thou who 
artjhe same, &c. As thou didst save the redeemed of thy people by 
the hand of the Prophet and of the Priest, and didst put those to shame, 
who thought to overwhelm me; so save those who open the gates to 
celebrate thy praise on the cymbals, with the willow which resembles 
the lips: and as we praise thee this seventh day, so save us now. 
Read, and Cong. —O thou who art the same eternally, save us, we 
beseech thee. 

Read, and Cong. —O God! save us now, and help us, we beseech 
thee. (Repeated.) 

O God! we beseech thee, set open the abode of thy good treasure, that 
the earth may give her fruit. Save us now, and help us, we beseech 
thee. O God! we beseech thee, to satiate the grass and herbage with 
liberal drops, so that the threshing may reach unto the vintage. O savtf 
&c. O God! we beseech thee be entreated to bless the fruit of the 
earth, that we may eat, be satisfied, and leave thereof. O save, &c. O 
God! we beseech thee, to seal it this day with thy seal: and bless the 
wheat, barley, and millet. O save. Sic. O God ! we beseech thee to

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cause the north wind* to bring forth liberal showers; and bless the oats 
and rye.

and bless the oil and the olive tree. 0 save. Sic. O God! we beseech 
thee to satiate with rain the waste places of the desert; and bless the 
vine, fig, and pomegranate trees. O save^ Sic. O God! we beseech 
thee to exalt thy assembly, and rear the tender children! and bless 
the nut, date^ and apple trees. O save^ Sic. O God ! we beseech 
thee to stretch out thy hand, and multiply the lightnings of heaven;

O God! we beseech tliee,5tep fortli for our redemptioa, and deliver from 
their oppressors the wounded; even the vine** thou didst bring forth from 
Egypt. O save us, Sic. O God ! thou didst lead its stem from Noph, 
and cause its pruned shoots to bloom; thou didst drive out the nations, 
and plant it. 0 save us. Sic. O God ! thou didst cause its tender grapes 
to shoot vigorously forth: thou didst prepare the ground for it, casting 
out the seven nations with thy mighty power; thou didst cause it to take 
deep root, and it filled all the land. O save us. Sic. O God ! thou didst 
cause its shoots to Woom with fruit, and plentifully adorn them with thy 
goodness, so that it sent its branches to the sea.

O shield this year from every 
disease, and grant rain and dew to fertilize it; so that it may be a year of 
joy. For unto thee do we lift up our eyes, &c. Open thy doors wide 
to a people, beautiful as Tirzah, who supplicate thee with eloquent 
speech; and grant that this may be a year of gladness. For unto thee 
do we lift up our eyes, and come for our salvation. 

Read, and Cong. —O God of our salvation! with thy loving-kindness 
save the people, who have been often saved by thee, O Lord! We 
wait for thee, O Lord ! for we hope in thy salvation. For thou, O 
Lord! savest man and beast. (Repeated.) 

Open the earth, and let salvation bloom to a people, whom thou hast 
redeemed from transgression on the day of their atonement; for thou, O 
Lord! hearest the desire of the meek. For we hope in thy salvation, &c. 
Satisfy thy people abundantly from thy full stream, as in the day when 
thou didst go forth for the salvation of thy people, even the day on which 
it was said, “ And the Lord saved the people.” For we hope in thy 
salvation, Sic. We beseech thee to be our salvation, O thou Rock! 
who answerest in time of distress: cause also my redemption to draw 
nigh, for thy power is not circumscribed; behold, I have longed for thy 
salvation, O Lord ! For we hope in thy salvation, &c. Save him that 
is in chains who crieth from his prison-house: be thou present to his 
cry, O thou Rock! who workbst wonderfully; open the full stream, that 
the trees of the Lord may be satisfied. For we hope in thy salvation, &c. 
Incline thy ear; hear now, and save, we beseech thee, the souls who are 
wearied with the length of their supplication: whose lips continually 
speak of the Lord’s salvation. For we hope in thy salvation, &c. 
Accept the supplication of those who languish; who hope for thy salva¬ 
tion, and request their sustenance of thee, on the day that they take the 
lulab ; grant them rain and dew to distil from their habitations : and cause 
them speedily to go free, as the redeemed of the Lord. 

Read, and Cong. —A voice announceth the joyful tidings, announceth 
and saith. (Repeated.) 

I will exalt the beautiful climate with the vision of my testimony; that 
mount Zion may rejoice, and the daughters of Judah be glad. The 
messenger announceth and saith, I will raise up the pillars of thy 
dwelling, and enlarge thy border ; for the Lord shall be thy everlasting 
light: and the days of thy mourning shall be ended. The messenger, 
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&c. Walk about Zion, go round about it, and number the towers 
thereof: be exceeding joyful with her, all ye that mourn over her. The 
messenger^ &c. Suddenly will I cast my shoes over Edom : burst forth 
into joy, shout together ye ruins of Jerusalem. The messenger^ &c. 
The period of my salvation will I hasten for thee, from my heavenly 
abode: I have caused my justice to draw nigh, it is not far off. The 
messenger^ &c. Rouse thyself from the east, and come from the west to 
mount Zion, for on the north side is the city of the great king. The 
messenger^ &c. 

As it is written,^ “ How beautiful appear on the mountains the feet of 
the joyful messenger; of him that announceth peace; of the joyful mes¬ 
senger of good tidings; of him that anounceth salvation ! of him that 
sayeth unto Zion, Thy God reigneth !” And it is said,* “ Thy watchmen 
lift up their voice; with a loud voice they shout together; for face to face 
shall they see, when the Lord returneth to Zion.’’ And it is said,J' “ Burst 
forth into joy, shout together, ye ruins of Jerusalem! for the Lord hath 
comforted his people: he hath redeemed Jerusalem.” And it is said,* 
“ For the Lord hath consoled Zion; he hath consoled all her desolations; and 
he hath made her wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden of 
the Lord: joy and gladness shall be found in her, thanksgiving, and the 
voice of psalmody.” And it is said,* “ Sing aloud, O ye heavens ! and 
rejoice, O earth ! ye mountains, burst forth into song ! for the Lord hath 
comforted his people, and will have compassion on his afflicted.” And 
it is said,*» “ And many people shall go, and shall say. Come ye, and let 
us go up to the mountain of the Lord; to the house of the God of Jacob; 
and he shall teach us of his ways: and we will walk in his paths; for 
from Zion shall go forth the law: and the word of the Lord from Jeru¬ 
salem.” And it is said,® “ And the ransomed of the Lord shall return; they 
shall come to Zion in triumph, and perpetual gladness shall crown their 
heads: joy and gladness shall they obtain, and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away.” And it is said,*^ The Lord hath made bare his holy arm, 
in the sight of all the nations; and all the ends of the earth shall see the 
salvation of our God.” And it is said,® “ And let these my words where¬ 
with I have made supplication before the Lord, be nigh unto the Lord 
our God, day and night, that he maintain the cause of his servant, and 
the cause of his people Israel in their daily necessities. That all the 
people of the earth may know that the Lord is God, and that there is 
none else.” 

Then say " The Lord shall reign,” &c., Psalm xxix.; and they return the Laws to the 
Ark; after which say Kaddish Tithkabbal, and finish the service as on the other middle 
days.

FOR THE 

EIGHTH DAY OF SOLEMN ASSEMBLY. 

They go to the Synagogue, and say the following Psalm. If it happens on the eve of the 
Sabbath they first say Psalms xci. and xcii. page 4, and then as follows: 

PSALM XII. 

To THE Chief Musician upon Sheminith, a Psalm of David.— 
Save, O Lord! for the righteous cease, for the faithful diminish from 
among the children of man. Falsely every one speaketh with his neigh¬ 
bour, with flattering lips and double heart they speak. Cut off, O Lord! 
all flattering lips, and the tongue that speaketh proud things. Who have 
said, With our tongue we will be strong, our lips are our own, who is 
lord over us ? “ Because of the oppression of the poor, and for the 

sighing of the needy, will I now rise,” saith the Lord, “ I will place 
him in safety, whom the wicked seeks to ensnare.” The words of the 
Lord are pure words, as silver refined in the earth, his furnace, sevenfold 
purified. Thou wilt fulfil these words, O Lord! preserve us from this 
generation for ever. On all sides the wicked move about, whilst the vile 
of men are exalted. 

Then finish the service as on the first night of the feast: and say " Who hast preserved 
V us,” &c. in the Kiddush. 


MORNING SERVICE FOR THE EIGHTH DAY 
OF SOLEMN ASSEMBLY. 


8ay the entire Morning Service, with the exertion of Psalm xii. in place of 
Psalms xliL and xliii., as on the first day of the Feast Then take out two 
Laws; in the first read the following Portion to five persons; beginning “All the 
firstlings,” dec.; but if it is sabbath, to seven, beginning here: 

Deut xiv. 22—^iv. 19. 

Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. And thou shalt eat before the Lord thy 
God, in the place which he shall choose to place his name there, the 
tithe of thy com, of thy wine, and of thy oil, and the firstlings of thy

herds, and of thy flocks; that thou mayest learn to fear the Lord thy 
God all thy days. And if the way be too long for thee, so that thou art 
not able to carry it, because the place be too far from thee which the 
Lord thy God shall choose to set his name there, when the Lord thy 
God hath blessed thee; then shalt thou turn it into money, and bind up 
the money in thy hand, and shalt go unto the place which the Lord thy 
•God shall choose. And thou shalt lay out that money for whatsoever 
thy soul desireth ; for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or for strong drink, 
or for whatsoever thy soul wisheth: and thou shalt eat it there before the 
Lord thy God ; and thou shalt rejoice, thou and thy household. And the 
Levite that is within thy gates thou shalt not forsake: for he hath no 
part nor inheritance with thee. At the end of three years thou shalt 
bring forth all the tithe of thy increase the same year, and shalt lay it 
up within thy gates. And the Levite, because he hath no part nor in¬ 
heritance with thee, and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, 
that are within thy gates, shall come and shall eat, and be satisfied; 
that the Lord thy God may bless thee in all the work of thy hand which 
thou doest. | [Sabbath 2*3 


At the end of every seven years thou shalt make a release. And this 
is the manner of the release: every creditor that lendeth aught unto his 
neighbour, shall release it; he shall not exact it of his neighbour, or of 
his brother, because it is called the Lord’s^ release. Of a foreigner thou 
mayest exact it again: but that which is thine with thy brother thy hand 
shall release. Although there should be no poor among you; for the 
Lord will greatly bless thee in the land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance to possess it: only if thou doest carefully hearken 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God, to observe to do all these command¬ 
ments which I command thee this day. For the Lord thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thee, and thou shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow ; and thou shalt reign over many nations, but they 
shall not reign over thee. | [Sabbath 3.] 


If there be among you a poor man of one of thy brethren, within any 
of thy gates, in thy land which the Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt 
not harden thy heart, nor shut thy hand from thy poor brother. But 
thou shalt open thy hand wide unto him, and shalt surely lend him suffi¬ 
cient for his need, in that which he wantetli. Beware that there be not 
a wicked thought in thy heart, saying. The seventh year, the year of

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release, is at hand; and thy eye be evil against thy poor brother, and 
thou give him nought, and he cry unto the Lord against thee, and it would 
be sin unto thee. Thou shalt surely give him, and thy heart shall not 
be grieved when thou givest unto him; for because of this thing the 
Lord thy God shall bless thee in all thy works, and in all that thou put- 
test thy hand unto. For the poor will not cease out of the land; therefore I 
command thee, saying. Thou shalt open thy hand wide unto thy brother, 
to thy poor, and to thy needy, in thy land. I [Sabbath 4.] 

If thy brother, a Hebrew, or a Hebrew woman, be sold unto thee, he 
shall serve thee six years; but in the seventh year thou shalt let him go 
free from thee. And when thou sendest him out free from thee, thou 
shalt not let him go away empty. Thou shalt furnish him liberally out 
of thy flock, and out of thy barn, and out of thy wine-press: of that 
wherewith the Lord thy God hath blessed thee thou shalt give unto him. 
And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the Lord thy God redeemed thee: therefore I command thee this 
thing to-day. And it shall be, if he say unto thee, I will not go away 
from thee, because he loveth thee and thy house, because he is well with 
thee: then thou shalt take an awl, and thrust it through his ear unto the 
door, and he shall be thy servant for ever; and also unto thy maid¬ 
servant thou shalt do likewise. It shall not seem hard unto thee when 
thou sendest him away free from thee, that for double the wages of a hired 
servant he has served thee six years; and the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all that thou doest. I [Sabbath 5.] 

On the week days begin here: 

Deut. XV. 19.-xvi. 18. 

All the firstling males that come of thy herd, and of thy flock, thou 
shalt sanctify unto the Lord thy God; thou shalt do no work with the 
firstling of thy bullock, nor shear the firstling of thy sheep. But before 
the Lord thy God thou shalt eat it, year by year, in the place which the 
Lord shall choose, tliou and thy household. And if there be any blemish 
thereon, if it be lame, or blind, or have any ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the Lord thy God. Thou shalt eat it within thy gates; 
the unclean and the clean person shall eat it alike, as the roebuck and as 
the hart are eaten. Only thou shalt not eat the blood thereof; thou shalt 
pour it upon the ground as water. ^ [Sabbath 6.] 

Observe the month of Abib; and keep the passover unto the Lord thy 
God; for in the month of Abib, the Lord thy God brought thee forth out 
of Egypt by night. Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the passover unto the 
Lord thy God, of the flock and the herd, in the place which the Lord 
shall x^hoose to place his name there. Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
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with it; seven days shalt thou eat unleavened bread therewith, even the 
bread of affliction ; for thou earnest forth out of the land of Egypt in haste ; 
that thou mayest remember the day when thou earnest forth out of the 
land of Egypt all the days of thy life. |) And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy borders seven days; neither shall there 
any thing of the ffesh which thou sacrificest the first day at even, remain 
all night until the morning. Thou mayest not sacrifice the <passover 
within any of thy gates, which the Lord thy God giveth thee. But at 
the place which the Lord thy God shall choose to place his name in, 
there shalt thou sacrifice the passover at even, at the going down of the 
sun, at the season that thou earnest forth out of Egypt. And thou shalt 
roast and eat it in the place which the Lord thy God shall choose; and 
thou shalt turn in the morning, and go unto thy tents. Six days thou 
shalt eat unleavened bread, and on the seventh day shall be a solemn 
assembly? to the Lord thy God; and thou shalt do no work thereon. |) 
[Sabbath 7.] 


Seven weeks shalt thou number unto thee ; from the time thou be- 
ginnest to put the sickel to the corn begin to number the seven weeks. 
And thou shalt keep the feast of weeks unto the Lord thy God, with a 
tribute of free-will-offering of thy hand, which thou shalt give, according 
as the Lord thy God hath blessed thee. And thou shalt rejoice before 
the Lord thy God, thou and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man¬ 
servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite that is within thy gates, ^ 
and the stranger and the fatherless, and the widow, that are in the midst 
of thee, in the place which the Lord thy God shall choose to place his 
name there. And thou shall remember that thou hast been a bondman 
in Egypt; and thou shalt observe and do these statutes. I 


The feast of tabernacles thou shalt observe seven days, when thou 
hast gathered in thy corn and thy wine. And thou shalt rejoice on thy 
feast, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy 
maid-servant, and the Levite, and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn 
feast unto the Lord thy God, in the place which the Lord shall choose ; 
because the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all thy increase, and in all 
the works of thy hands, and thou shalt surely rejoice. Three times in a 
year shall all thy males appear before the Lord thy God, in the place 
which he shall choose; on the feast of unleavened bread, and on the feast

of weeks, and on the feast of tabernacles; and they shall not appear 
before the Lord empty. Every man shall give as he is able, according 
to the blessing of the Lord thy God which he hath given thee. | 

Then say Kaddish Le-ayla. 

In the second read the Maphtere as follows : 

Numbers zxix. 35, to end. 

On the eighth day ye shall have a solemn assembly; ye shall do no 
servile work thereon. But ye shall offer a burnt-offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord, one bull, one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year without blemish. Their meat-offering, and their 
drink-offerings, for the bull, for the ram, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the usual manner; and one goat for a 
sin-offering, beside the continual burnt-offering, and its meat-offering, 
and its drink-offering. These sacrifices ye shall offer unto the Lord on 
your appointed feasts, beside your vows, and your free-will offerings, for 
your burnt-offerings, and for your meat-offerings, and for your drink- 
offerings, and for your peace-offerings. And Moses told the children of 
Israel according to all that the Lord commanded Moses. 

Then say Kaddish Le-ayla. 


HAPHTORAH FOR THE EIGHTH DAY. 


I Kings viii. 54, to end. 

And when Solomon had made an end of praying all this prayer and 
supplication unto the Lord, he arose from before the altar of the Lord, 
from kneeling on his knees, with his hands spread towards heaven. And 
he stood, and blessed all the congregation of Israel with a loud voice, 
saying. Blessed be the Lord who hath given rest unto his people Israel, 
according to all that he hath spoken; so that not one thing hath failed of 
all his good words which he promised by the hand of his servant 
Moses. The Lord our God be with us as he was with our fathers ; O 
may he not leave us nor forsake us. May he incline our hearts towards 
him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep his commandments, his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he commanded our fathers. And let these my 
words wherewith I have made supplication before the Lord, be nigh unto 
the Lord our God day and night, that he maintain the cause of his 
servant, and the cause of his people Israel in their daily necessities. 
That all the people of the earth may know that the Lord is God, and

that there is none else. Let your heart therefore be perfect with the 
Lord your God, to walk in his statutes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. And the king, and all Israel with him, offered sacrifices 
before the Lord. And Solomon offered a sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
which he offered unto the Lord, two and twenty thousand bulls, and a 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep; so the king and all the children of 
Israel dedicated the house pf the Lord. The same day did the king 
hallow the middle of the court that was before the house of the Lord: 
for there he offered bumt-offerings, and meat-offerings, and the fat of the 
peace-offerings; because the brazen altar that was before the Lord was 
too little to receive the burnt-offerings, and the meat-offerings, and the 
fat of the peace-offerings. And at that time Solomon held a feast and all 
Israel with him, a great congregation, from the entering in of Hamath, 
unto the river of Egypt, before the Lord our God, seven days and seven 
days, even fourteen days. On the eighth day he sent the people away; 
and they blessed the king, and went unto their tents, joyful and glad of 
heart, for all the good that the Lord had done for David his servant, and 
for Israel his people. 

Then say the blessing after it; the blessings for the Government, and the Congre¬ 
gation, as on the first day of the Feast; then return the Laws to the Ark, and say 
Kaddish Le-ayla, and the Reader proclaims, The Lord causes the wind to blow and 
the rain to descend for a blessing,” then say the Additional Service, as on the first days 
of the Feast.

Unto the deserts, 
and parched lands, and all wastes by means of drought, send forth 
thy spirit, that they may be as a green flourishing garden for the use of 
man and beast, who despair of good; open thou thy hand, that they may 
be filled with good. Open thy good treasure, we beseech thee, to 
quicken all those in whom a soul is breathed ; by causing the wind to 
blow and the rain to descend. O cause the furrows of the desert, which 
now are deprived of the verdant grass, herbage, and standing corn, to bloom 
with flowers, and to clothe themselves in embroidery; and thus renew the 
face of the earth. Open thy good treasure, we beseech thee, to quicken 
all those in whom a soul is breathed ; by causing the wind to blow and 
the rain to descend. O most merciful Father, who pardonest the guilt of 
a perverse heart, redeem the soul of thy turtle-dove from the hand of the 
fowler; and although there should not be any amongst us, who purify 
themselves by diligent study and act uprightly, yet, give effect to thy 
words, “ Then will I send rain for your land in its due season; the first 
rain and the latter rain.’’ Open thy good treasure, we beseech thee, to 
quicken all those in whom a soul is breathed; by causing the wind to 
blow and the rain to descend.

Cause the clouds filled with water to distil on the dry 
land, and bring forth the head-stone;’' for the righteousness of him who 
took a new cruse,* and by whose means the waters were healed; and 
cause the wind to blow, that the waters may flow. Cause the earth to 
produce the leaves of herbage; thou, who art my Strength and Support, 
grant my desire by bestowing liberal showers for the sake of him,* who 
from the flint drew fountains of water; and cause the wind to blow, that 
the waters may flow.

REJOICING” OF THE LAW. 

The Evening Service is the same as the preceding evening; but if it is the evening of 
Sabbath, say in the Amidah “ Thou hast made known,” &c. 

The Morning Service is also the same as the preceding day. They then take out three 
Laws, in the first they read the subsequent Portion to five persons. 

Before the Reader calls either of the Bridegrooms to the Law, he says the following: 

Chosen Bridegroom ascend in the midst of my faithful people, to read 
in the book of the law of the Lord ; may God bless thee from his 
heavenly' abode with riches, a good name, and a numerous offspring ; so 
that thy wife shall be as a fruitful vine; thus shall the man be blessed 
who feareth the Lord. Blessed shalt thou be at thy entrance; the Lord 
bless and preserve thee. 

Deut. xxxiii. and xxxiv. 

And this is the blessing wherewith Moses, the man of God, blessed 
the children of Israel before his death. And he said, The Lord came 
from Sinai, and shone forth from Seir unto them ; he beamed forth from 
mount Paran, and he came with ten thousands of saints; from his fight 
hand he gave a fiery law unto them. Yea, thou didst love the people; 
all thy saints are in thy hand ; and they, prostrate at thy feet, receive thy 
commandments. The law which Moses commanded us is the inheritance 
of the congregation of Jacob. And he was king in Jeshurun, when the 
heads of the people, and the tribes of Israel, were gathered together. 
Let Reuben live, and not die; and let not his men be few. And this is 
the blessing of Judah ; and he said. Hear, O Lord, the voice of Judah, 
and bring him unto his people; let his hands be sufficient for him, and be 
thou a help to him from his enemies. | 

And of Levi he said. Let thy Thummim and thy Urim be with thy holy 
one, whom thou didst prove at Massah, and with whom thou didst strive 
at the waters of Meribah; who said of his father, and of his mother, 
I have not seen him; and who did not acknowledge his brethren, nor 
knew his own children: for they have observed thy word, and kept thy 
covenant. They shall teach thy judgments unto Jacob, and thy law unto 
Israel: they shall put incense before thee, and whole burnt-sacrifice upon 
thy altar. Bless his substance, O Lord, and accept the work of his 
hands: smite through the loins of them that rise against him, and of 
them that hate him, that they rise not again. And of Benjamin he said. 
He is the beloved of the Lord, he shall dwell in safety by him; and the 
Lord shall cover him all the day long, and he shall dwell between his 
shoulders. $

And of Joseph he said, Blessed of the Lord be his land, by the pre. 
cions things of heaven, by the dew, and by the deep that coucheth 
beneath: and by the precious fruits brought forth by the sun, and by the 
precious things put forth by the moon: and by the chief things of the 
ancient mountains: and by the precious things of the lasting hills: and by 
the precious things of the earth, and fullness thereof, and by the favour of 
Him that dwelt in the bush: let these blessings come upon the head of 
Joseph, and upon the top of the head of him that was separated from his 
brethren.

And he provided the first part for 
himself, because there, in the portion of the law-giver, was he seated and 
he went forth at the head of the people, he executed the justice of the 
Lord, and his judgments with Israel. I 

And of Dan he said, Dan is a lion’s whelp, that leapeth from Basham. 
And of Naphtali he said, Naphtali is satisfied with favour, and full with 
the blessing of the Lord: possess thou the west and the south. And 
of Asher he said. Let Asher be blessed with children; let him be accept¬ 
able to his brethren, and dip his foot in oil. Thy bolts shall be iron and 
brass ; and as thy younger days, so shall thy old age be. There is none 
like unto the God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon the heaven in order to 
help thee, and in his excellency on the skies. |) Which is the habita¬ 
tion of the eternal God, and underneath are the everlasting arms: and he 
shall thrust out the enemy from before thee, and shall say. Destroy them. 
Israel then shall dwell in safety, alone the fountain of Jacob ; upon aland 
of corn and wine; also his heavens shall drop down dew. Happy art 
thou, O Israel! who is like unto thee, a people saved by the Lord, the 
Shield of thy help, and who is the sword of thy excellency! and thy 
enemies shall cower down unto thee, and thou shalt tread upon their high 
places. $ 

And Moses went up, from the plains of Moab, unto the mountain of 
Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is opposite Jericho : and the Lord showed 
him all the land of Gilead unto Dan, and all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Menasseh, and all the land of Judah, unto the utmost sea: 

▼ For there the portion of the law-giver was concealed. 
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and thd south, and the plain of the valley of Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto Zoar. And the Lord said unto him. This is the land which I 
swore unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I will give it 
unto thy seed : I have caused thee to see it with thy eyes, but thither 
thou shalt not go over. So Moses the servant of the Lord died there in 
the land of Moab, according to the word of the Lord. And he buried him 
in a valley in the land of Moab, opposite Bethpedr: but no man knoweth 
his sepulchre unto this day. And Moses was a hundred and twenty years 
old when he died: his eyes were not dim, nor had his natural force 
abated. And the children of Israel wept for Moses in the plains of Moab 
thirty days: then were ended the days of weeping and mourning for 
Moses. And Joshua, the son of Nun, was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Moses had laid his hands upon him : and the children of Israel heark¬ 
ened unto him, and did as the Lord had commanded Moses. And there 
arose not a prophet since , in Israel like unto Moses, whom the Lord 
knew face to face.

Joshua i. 1-10. 

And it came to pass after the death of Moses, the servant of the Lord, 
that the Lord spoke unto Joshua the son of Nun, Moses’s minister, 
saying, Moses my servant is dead; now, therefore arise, go over this 
Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the land which I do give to them, 
even to the children of Israel. Every place that the soul of your feet 
shall tread upon, have I given unto you, as I said unto Moses. From 
the wilderness and this Lebanon, even unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, and unto the great sea, toward the 
going down of the sun, shall be your boundary. There shall not any 
man be able to stand before thee all the days of thy lift; as I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee; I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee.

Only be thou strong and very courageous, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all the law, which Moses my servant commanded thee;

This book of the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth, but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all that is written therein; for then 
thou shalt make thy way prosperous, and then thou shalt have good 
success. Behold! I have commanded thee. Be strong and of good 
courage; be not terrified, neither be thou dismayed; for the Lord thy 
God is with thee, whithersoever thou goest. 

Then finish the Service as on the preceding day. 

The Afternoon Service is the same as on the preceding day.
